The cotton crops of the Laguna dis- 
trict in northern Mexico have been 
seriously damaged by floods which have 
destroyed the irrigating ditches. The 
actual damage to these ditches amounts

Sulls are most disastrous. There is 
a compensation for the losses of the 
current year, however, In the fact that 
a large part of the cotton raising sec- 
tion has been flooded this year and 
therefore will produce an enormous 
crop next year and possibly for the 
year following.

took ten years to lay half this mileage 


on the Canadian Pacific. On the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad, however, lighter 
rails were used, less ballast was put 
under the ties, and the ties were 
shorter. The government thought this 
would reduce expenses, but quickly 
discovered its error, and is rebuilding 
the entire road. 

Freight trains cover the distance 
from Moscow to Viadivostok in from 
fifty to sixty days, traveling at the rate 
of about eight miles an hour. Passen- 
ger trains make a speed of about thir- 
teen anda half miles an hour. This road 
has rendered great service inthe colon- 
ization and settlement of Siberia. A gov- 
ernment committee sends out literature 
on Siberia and has established supply 
houses and medical depots. The need 
of the latter may be judged from the 
mortality figures of the emigrants 
en route. In 1894 out of 56,000 three 
thousand died: while in 1899 out of 
220,000 only three hundred perished. 

The total number of emigrants trans- 
ported to agricultural lands is now 
nearly one million since the road was 
bullt. The fare for emigrants is one- 
quarter of the regular rate. 11,629,707 
acres are now occupled by these people. 
Every emigrant receives 40.5 acres. 
During the first three years he pays no 
taxes and for the three following years 
he pays only one-half of the legal rate.

The Americans going into Canada are 
largely from Minnesota, the Dakotas 
and lowt.

The province of Alberta seems to be 
the favorite point of location for most 
of the American immigration. Several 
thousand Mormons have gone from 
Utah and have settled near the norih- 
ern «line of Montana and Dakota. 
Wheat is not the only thing these peo- 
ple are after, as it is believed that the 
sugar beet will produce well there, and 
a factory with 5000 acres of beet trib- 
utary thereto is one of the new enter- 
prises in that section.

John Muir’s Early Days. 
Te is told of John Muir that a few 
months after Hé had left San Fran- 


. tisco and reached the Yosemite Valley, 


he decided there in the midst of all 
that was glorious in nature to renounce 
all his inventions and devote his life 
to the study of the inventions of God; 
though he could live on littl enoueh— 
he has said 50 cents a week—that little 
Was necessary; and one season he 
herded shecp, and then he made his 
mechanical knowledge serviceable in 
building a small sawmill in Yosemite, 
to be used for cutting fallen trees. The 
hoiei-keeper Who employed him was 
somewhat doubtful of his ability, for 
Muir had «carned the tithe of “one of 
them botany fellers,””- but, business 
having called the owner away for a few 
montis, he was glad ou his return to 
find the mill running. 

Out over the water wheel Muir built 
himself'a jJittle cubby of a den, hang- 
ing like a swallow’s nest to the gable 
of the bullding, with one window open- 
ing to the grandeur of the valley. It 
was approached by a sicep, narrow, 
plank ladder, making it rather difficult 
of access to careless visitors, Here he 
kept his treasures, his collections of 
cones and plaints; bere he filled some'of. 
his volum!:,ous notebooks with sketches 
and closely wrilten memoranda, and 
here he entertained Emerson, though 
he must have eremijed when he saw 
the tall, anguiar, awkward form of tae 
poet climbing his perilous ladder. Un- 
doubtediy he showed Emerson his 
treasures With the same unconscious 
enthusiasm with which he _ exhibits 
them today. “Man,” he says, with a 
quaint bit of Scotch in his voice, “but 
there's a grand three,” or “isn’t that 
en awful gueer muggins of a ‘cone!” 
Any way, we know that Emerson en- 
joyed Muir, and insisted on seeing 
much of him, and when (ray visited 
ine Sierras he searched Muir out end 
mede a friend of him.

was pathetic inquiry which was propounded by a 


little child living in a great city, and one which has 
* much to do with the difficult sociai proviems uf tye 
present age: “Who,” he asks, “can be good without any 
pack yard?” Not that the back yard of itself makes 
character, but >t is a factor that may have under certain 
conditions a strong influence upon character, for great 
and powerful are the influences of our environments, and 
no one can become independent of their molding ten- 
-dency. The child who has a back yard for a.playground 
which has fine shade trees, green grass and beautiful 
flowers is richer beyond compare than the child who has 
none of these, and whose only playground is the bare 
pavement and the dusty city streets, and the probability 
of his developing a spirit of purity and manliness and a 
love of the beautiful is much greater than is that of him 
whose recreation must be: taken in the grassless and 
treeless highway. We cannof get away from the fact 
that our lives are more or leas the reflection of our 
surroundings. As says John Graham Brooks in the 
International Quarterly, “The gloom over the figures of 
Rembrandt is ‘but the reflection of the somber sky 
under which the great master painted. The flame on 
‘Titian’a canvas mirrors the light in which he lived.”

The subject of peantifying our cities, increasing the 
number of their trees and parks, and of adorning our 
homes jis engaging more and more of the attention of the 
public, and it is to be hoped that we shall not much 
longer hear the plteous wail of humble childhood in the 
city, “Who can be good without any back yard?”

Future African Cities. 


The towns of South Africa have all modern improve- 
ments. We sold 5000 are and incandescent lamps to one 
city quite recently, and the larger places offer a market 
for our street-car gauipme nts. The countries are new 
and many of them are Deing settled by Europeans, who 
have the same wants that we have, creating a demand 
for onr goods. 
The trade towns are rapidJy growing, and there wil! 
soon be substantial cities in the south central part of 
the continent. Take Buluwayo. It has now more than 
1000 people, and it waxes like a green bay tree. It is 
almost 1400 miles from Cape Town, but it has banks, 
olubs, public buildings and hospital. It has daly 
newspapers with telegraphic news from all over the 
world, and as the capita} of Matabeleland it promises 
to ove a good-sized city. It is the same with Salisbury, 
the principal town ‘in Mashonaland. Its population at 
the last hearing was about two thousand, and it had 
already a race cours?, a turf club, good hotels, a publir 
library and daily and weekly newspapers. 

British Developments in East Afri:a. 

The great railroad development of the next few years 
is to be in Kast Africa. There are already extensive 
roads at tne northern and southern ends of the conti- 
nent, and these will be connected by the line from Cairo 
to the Cape. About half of the way has already been 
covered, and the total distance will be only 5000 miles 
long, or not longer than the Trans-Siberian Railroad, 
with its Manchurian connections. Of this only 700 miles 
will pass through foreign territory. That will belong to 
the Germans, cutting their lands in Bast Africa. The 
remainder will be entirely British, or under British con- 
trol. 

One-fourth of the new construction will be along nav- 
igable waters, and it needs only 1500 miles more track 
to enable one to go by steam on cars and boats from one 
end of Africa to the other. 3 

At presen} trains go from Cape Town to Buluwayo, or 
just about as far as from New York to New Orleans. 
From there it is 6590 miles to Lake Nyassa, which is 340 
miles long, and is navigable for steamers. Goods and 
passengers can be transferred to the lake and carried to 
its upper end, where a railroad 180 miles long will bring 
ethem to Lake Tanganyika, giving 400 miles more of nav- 

igable water communftation on that lake. 
_ From the top of Tanganyika 300 miles of track will 
connect with Albert Nyanza and its 190 miles of water 
communication, landing passengers at. Dufile on the Nile. 
On the Nile a hundred miles or so of railroads will be 
necessary to pass some of the upper rapids and cataracts, 
and then there will be one thousand miles of navigation 
to Khartum. Indeed, I am told that an additional thir- 
teen hundred miles of railroad would fill in ali the breaks 
in steam transit from the Mediterranean to the Cape. 


- What African Roads Cost. 


Ce-il Rhodes estimated that $50,000,000 would pay the 
actual cost of completing the all-rai! route to the Medi- 
terranean Sea. He figured that the road could be built 
for $15,000 a mile, which was the cost of a large part of 
the roads he built in Africa. He said, however, that 
double that amount should be apprdpriated for it, so that 
the probability is that the average cost would be thirty 
or forty thousand dollars a mile. The Germans, who 
are Suilding railroads from the east coast of Africa 
Wes (ward toward Lake Tanganyika, estimate that their | 
roads will cost them on the average $30,000 a ‘mile. They 

_ have to climb the hills to the high plateau of the inte- 
_ rior, and their country is very rough. The Uganda Rail- 
yoad, which runs from Mombasa, above Zanzibar. to 
| lake Victoria, has cost something like $3000) a mile, 
and the Congo line, built by the Belgians, cost $50,000 a 
tnile. 

On the other hand, the roads in Bechuanaland have been 
made for $15,000 a mile, and in Rhodesia at an average 
cost of $19,000 per mile. At $30,000 a mile. $36,000,000 
would complete the connections with the lakes and the 
Nile, and $90,000,000 would build the entire road, giving 
an iron track from one end of Africa to the other. Such 
@ railroad will have connections with all parts of Africa, 
east and west. Short lines will be built to the Congo,

ing heavily, the shipments of the precious metal will be 
large. 

Thé trade of Kimberley is chiefly in diamonds, It ex- 
ports millions of dollars’ worth every year, although the 
quantity is now limited to the demand ” the diamond 
trust. 

All diamonds of value in Africa are controlled 
De Beers Consolidated Mines. This company is a dia- 
mond monopoly. It has a capital of $20,000,000 and it 
declares dividends of from 40 to 50 per cent. It is now 
tproducing something like $50,000 worth of dia- 
monis every day, or from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 worth 
a year. Since its beginning it has handled about $400.- 
000,000 worth of diamonds, and it has enough in stock 
to supply the world for some time to come. The De 
Beers trust ¢mploys about, 8000 blacks and 1600 whites, 
paying out a quarter of a million dollars every month in 
wages alone.

The tea is picked by 
men and women and carried into the factories on their 
heads. 

In Western Africa there are successful cotton planta- 
tiens, and experiments with cotton are being made in 
Eastern Africa as well. 

Rhodesia has some of the best grazing lands and 
many Englishmen are now going there to rear cattle.

Gold and Copper. 


The mineral wealth ef the Engtish possessions in 
Africa ig enormous. There are big coal mines back 
of Durban, and the gold mines vie with Australia and 
the United States as the greatest producers of the world. 
Many of the colonies have not been prospected as yet, and 
there are already 5000 square miles of gold fields being 
worked by 300 different companies and syndicates. 
Uganda, which lies north of German East Africa, be- 
tween Lakes Victoria and Albert Nyanza, is said to have 
sold, iron ana copper, in paying quantities. The state 
is about as big as Kansas, and is now reached by rail- 
road from Mombasa. The English capita! is Entebbe, on 
the northern shore of Lake Victoria. 

There is gold in the British colonies of West Africa, 
new fleids having been recently opened up at Ashanti. 
There are said to be old mines in Rhodesia, which are 
now to be reopened, and the Transvaal alone can produce 
$50,000,000 or $60,000,000 worth of gold per year. ©

CIVIL FUNERAL SERVICES. 
A REMARKABLE FRENCH CEREMONY. AND How, 
ir is GROWING.

{London Mail:] Purely civil funerals, from which all 
religious ceremonial is rigorously excluded, are becom- 
ing“More prevalent than ever in France. This is prin- 
cipally due to the trend of political opinion, which ac- 
knowlejiges no Republicanism that is not actively allied 
to milifant free thought, and utilizes every circumstance 
of mine death—as a protest against the priest. 

The initiative proceeds from the politicians by _profes- 
sion—they must proclaim their anti-Republicanism on 
every occasion; their private life is ever exposed to the 
glare of angry fees ani jealous friends alike; and the 
least little slip from the uncompromising programme 
they have created or adopted is registered and Genounees 
as a betrayal. 

It is no rare thing to see a candidate of the “yloe*— 
i. ¢., the Combes Ministry—gravely read out from the 
platform his last will and testament, in which he etren- 
uously enjoins his executors, at his death, to cause him 
_by his comrades, without the inter- 
vention of the church in any way or under any. pretext, 
even though his own family should insist upon it. 

This, I believe, recently happened in connection with 
M. Jaurés, the Socialist leader and Vice-President of the 
Chamber of Deputies. His career was very nearly 
brought to an abrupt conclusion by the discovery that, 
vielding to his wife, he ‘had allowed his chilu to be bap- 
tized in holy water brought from the Jordan, and he only 


| recovered the ground he had thus lost »y a solemn decla- 


ration that his interment, at any rate, should be civil. 

This may be puerile or not, according to the point of 
view; but it is a fact, and a sign of the times. The third 
republic recognizes no religion (except only, for pur- 
poses of political precaution, by a very scanty provision 
in the budget,) and is on the way to put an end to i's 
toleration of one. Little by little, the religious cere- 
monies in births, marriages, or deaths are being elimi- 
nated and ignored; and the civil rites, somewhat after 
the manner of the Attic Greeks, will ere long be accepted 
as normal and the rule. 

“When a person dies, the decease must be declared im- 
mediately at the Mairie of the arrondissement by two of 
the nearést relatives. A medical officer of the Mairie 
then pays a visit te the house to satisfy himself as to the 
cause of death, and once he has certified that the death 
is natural, and not due to crime or neglect, a burial per- 
mission is granted, and at the same time a date for the 
interment is given. The family has no voice in deciding 


the date. | 
You must then apply to the Pompes Funébres (Stat? — 


Administration ef Funeral Rites.) There are a dozen 
classes of funerals, ranging in cost from £120 to 
£2. It is' for the family or relations to decide which bést 
suits its_purse, its pride, or its sense of decorum. The 
Mairie only takes charge of the civil celebration of the 
function. A priest may accompany the procession, if it 
is desired, but it is distinctly understood that the civil 
element is to predominate and take precedence. 

In the invitations to attend the funeral all religious 
allusion is studiously avoided, and any such mention a3 
“R. L. PP." or “De Profundis” is, of course, omitted. 

The coffin lies in state in the vestfDule of the dead 
man’s residence, and the draperies employed are the 
same as for religious obsequies_except that the sign of 
the cross is everywhere suppressed, and replaced by a 
silver star or a monogram of the person's name, and 
consecrated tapers are not lighted round the body. 
Wreaths in the form of a circle are permitted, and if the 
dead man has shown decided secular leanings it is 
deemed consistent to send flowers of a red or yellow 
hue for preference, and, if possible, everlasting flowers. 
For immortelles are supposed to have some occult con- 
nection with Freemasonry, which in veemee is ah casen- 
tially anti-clerical institution. 

It may be noticed that in civil interments the hearse 


_and coaches seem to move forward very quickly, almost 


hurriedly. Another peculiarity is that by some unwri'- 
ten law the lady mourners make it their duty to follow 
on foot, whereas a priest would ride, and the ladies in 
that case ride a'ro. 

On arriving at the cemetery, the coffin is lowered, 
without a word, into the grave; and in the case-of an or- 
dinary private person, the mourners pass by. each letting 
This silence, however, is 
inexpressibly sad, and it is becoming more and more ihe 
custom, even when the departed is not necessarily a pub- 
lic man, for some of the family and friends to make

F the present recently promulgated plans of the gov- 
| examen: fully mature, League Island Navy Yard, 

Philadelphia, covering an arca of 923 acres, is des- 
tined, very shortly,.to become the largest, most perfect 
and complete naval station in the world. 


Evidence of this desired progressiveness is now visible 
on all sides in the yard in the shape of many new, com- 
modious and handsome buildings, extensive dry Vlocks, a 
splendid sea wall, and general improvements of the 
grounds. 


With the ending of the Spanish-American war, Con- 
gress commenced to realize and appreciate the worth 
and importance of this navy yard above a‘! others, and 
began at once to become deepiy interested in the meas- 
ures looking to its further advancement, so that the 
activity and extension of the improvements, since made 
and-at present being carried out, are the result of im- 
pressions made on the nation at the close of the Span- 
ish-American War as to the latter's defectiveness in 
proper havy-yard facilities in many particulars, 


That the nation is to have a greater and much im- 
proved navy yard at League Island is now assured. The 
Navy Department has made known its purpose to rapidly 
enlarge the plant, and to make the yard the most impor- 
tant one in the United States. Ships are to be built 
there, repairs of all kinds carried on, and every facility 
for the building and maintenance of a great navy* dni 
vided. 


Millions of dollars are already being Prncmapye in so 
quiet a manner as to have escaped tHe notice of all but 
the few whose duties call them to the yard.

Oncé within the portals, things present an atmosphere 
of newness and tip-to-date progress. This very air of 
modernism, to a certain extent, prevents a sense of ar- 
tistic completeness, which the passage of time will lend 
to’ the whole, but the general effect is a delightful im- 
provement upon the old appearance of the station.

Beyond the equipment build! ng is the speuiininaani 
office. Here all is quiet and peaceful both inside and out.

It is marked by severe sinmipiicity and richness that is 
the result of careful attention to details: complete, it is 
Broad halls, spacious offices with 
heavy plate-glass windows looking out upon the most 
beautiful parts of the ‘grounds, wide, old-fashioned fir¢- 
places beautifully tiled, And suggestive of winter enjoy- 
ment, all combine to make the building one of —- 
and use. 

The grounds around this building in which the com- 
mand&nt bas his headquarters are jaid out in beautifully 
shaded walks and rolling lawns. The Broad-strect boule- 
vard, toward the river, has transformed this immense 
naval work yard into a picturesque but practical park. 

The Administration Building is situated in one of the 
most beautiful portions of the grounds, overlooking the 
magnificent boulevard scene; it stands on top of the ter- 
raced ground, and extends along the main avenue. 

After a walk of over a half mile along Broad street in 
the navy yard, visitors arrive at the Delaware River

ISRAEL ZANGWILL TALKS OF JUs- 
TICE AND ZIONISM. 
From the London Mail.

The absurdity of any such Utopian expectation 
tickled him. He was addressing a young writer 
whose first book had jusi received extremely unfair no- 
| tice in a prominent weekly. “The man expects to get 
justice!’’ he exclaimed. In one phrase he had formu- 
lated hiss philosophy. Not that he is without hope—no- 
body is more hopeful; but immediate and general recog- 
nition, or even that ordinary fair play upon which your 
average Briton counts and builds, Zangwill regards. 4s 
mythical—a fable. Of an ultimate good, an ultimate 
purpose, he has no doubt; here his faith is enormous 
and unswerving. but an immediate and forthright justice 
—the very notion made him laugh 
Waiting Two Thousand Years. 


“We Jews have waited 2000 years for justice,” he says 
growing graver and more formidabie—for gravity makes 
his powerful face a mask of iron. “Two thousand 
he repeats. “Justice has, played at cat-and 
mouse with us; has given us hope and taken it away 
again; has given us open air and equal rights, then 
penned us in a Ghetto. We are an eternal prisoner, 
| sometimes out on 1, always remanded, but never ac- 
quitted. In every country we have passed from an iliu- 
The two went hand in hand 
My father was a captive in Russia; in England I am out 
on bail. My son—but I have no son. Read your his- 
tory and you will learn something about us, and, inciden- 
tally, about myself. In Angevin England we dared exist 
consult your ‘Ivanhoe,’ then we were massacred and 
driven out. Cromwell lei us in again: tomorrow we may 
have to cross the seas. From Spain we were driven to 
Venice and Amsterdam; Disraeli’s ancestors fled to the 
one place, Spinoza polished his lenses at the other, and 
founded a new philosophy between whiles. The Frenca 
revolution gave us a new hope, but ‘Liverté, Egalité, Fra- 
ternité’ could not prevent a Dreyfus case. And’ you— 
you ask me to believe in justice, the prompt and even- 
handed justice of a free-born Englishman’ Imposaible' 
We get a breathing space, a generation, two generations. 
enough to acquire an jliusion of securtiy. The old 
wounds are forgotten; our children face a smiling future 
—and then the bomb explodes; we learn the truth. Well 
truth is no bad lesson. Today it is Kischineff, vesterday 
ii was Dreyfus; before that Bismarck and his reptile 
Press; and so backward to King John and heaven knows 
who. “No,” Zangwill finishes, “the fountain of justice is 
in ourselves, and we must take what is withheld from 
us. Thus I believe in justice, and/that is why I am a 
Zionist.” | 

But before we arrive at Zionism and the great change 
it has wrought in Zangwill’s work and outlook, in his 
whole personality, it would be well to look backwards a 
little. 


The Zangwill of Yesterday. 


In 1892, when his book, “Children of the Ghetto,” 
brought him into prominence, Zangwill was an obscure 
journalist. He had taught for a living, he had supported 
his parents, he had been the mainstay of a family of 
seven. He is so still; and this quite simply,.without any 
flourish of trumpets or sentimental by-play. In 1893, 
Zangwill, in a shabby suit and cheap boots, innocent of 
social amenities, of public schools and universities, a 
true child of the people, self-educated. self-made, burst 
upon London. He went everywhere and did everything. 
He-tasted the novelty and freedom of his new position 
with a zest, a joyousness that left no social or artistic 
stene unturned. Zangwill met everybody. knew every- 
body, and was caricatur in “Vanity. Fair.” He was 
vastly interested in his work and in human nature. For 
a time, perhaps, bis ruling passion, the love for his own 
people, his own race, lay dormant. He wrote “The Mas- 
ier,” a few curtain raisers, “WRhout Prejudice.” 


Then he grew weary and retired from society and from 
Bohemia. The Dreyfus case, South Africa, with its men- 
ace of the Jewish capitalist, were in the air, demanding 
his attention. For Zangwil|] there was no overlooking 
them, nor the proolems they involved. A Jew could ret 
escape his Judaism. Elsewhere, also, there was a change. 
Literature, art, a living influence in the early nineties, 
were being elbowed out of the way by a doubtful policy, 
a doubtful finance Instead of Kipling, Anthony Hope, 
Le Gallienne, John Oliver Hobbes, Haggard, Weyman, 
Sarah Grand, and (ae many new hames that had arisen, 
men now spoke of Rhodes, Dr. Jameson, and De Beers 
In both movements Judaism was represented—by Zang- 
will in the first, by Barney Barnato and similar shaprcs in 
the second. But while the first movement had promised 
a boon to Jewry, the second and more powerful was full 
of danger. Of Zangwill the Jew, even the most anti- 
Rhodesian papers spoke with respect; the Jewish capi- 
‘talists of Kimberley and the Rand, however, were quite 
another case. Zangwill doubtful, despairing of the fu- 
ture, foreseeing a pending anti-Semitic upheaval that has 
already produced its Committee on Alién Immigration, 
cast about him for salvaiion and a redeemer. Such a 
one was, strangely enough, approaching. In Austria, a 
Dr. Herzl had attacked and found a solution for the 
Jewish problem. Simply stated,.there were two aijter- 
‘nates—fusion with the surrounding peoples. or a new na- 
tion. The first was impossible; the second impossible 
to mediocrity, but possible to genius, 


The Zangwill of Today,

THE DEAD SEA. 


SOME FALSE Reprportrs Apoutir Ser RIGHT BY 
A CORRESPONDENT. 

{Correspondence Londen Graphic:] So many false and 
foolish reports about the Dead Sea-—-that strange and in- 
teresting lake—have been circulated lately: that the truth 
will, no doubt, be acceptable to the many readers of the 
Daily Graphic. Since the earthquake in Palestine last 
April, someone circulated the story that the mouth of the 
River Jordan had been so affected by the shock that 
the level of the river had been altered to such an extert 
that at the place where the historic river voes into the 
Dead Sea there was now a waterfall of considerable 
depth and strength. This is altogether false, and no 
change whatever has taken place at or near the mouth 
of the Jordan. The writer has just spent some days 
there, and made it his special business to investigate this 
matter. Much has also appeared from time to time in 
papers and periodicals about steamboats navigating the 
Dead Sea. This, too, is a fabrication. The only boat 


‘on the Dead Sea is a small sailing boat about twenty 


feet long. This vessel makes trips, as the wind 
ailows, from the north end of the sea to the bay on the 
eastern side of the tongue that divides the water near 
the middle. Here at this terminus some Jews are lo- 
cated. The whole concern is, in fact, in the hands of 
Jews, who, at a low tate; buy wheat and barley from the 
Arabs, to be delivered on the seashore. From there it isa 
shipped to the Jericho side, and carried on donkeys to 
Jerusalem, where it finds a ready sale at a good price. 
When adverse winds blow, the little craft is in danger 
of being swamped, for the so-called Dead Sea becomes a 
living mass of waves. The (writer recently spent four 
nights such as never will be'forgotten on these waters, 
and the smartness of the old man at the helm and his 
boy with the sails saved us from being wrecked again 
and again. A charge of one mejedie (three shillings and 
fourpence) a trip is made for each passenger, and for 
such a unique voyage it is not exorbitant. There is 
some talk about a small steam tug being put on the sea, 
but the authorities are loth to grant permission. It will 
be a great ‘boon -when, if ever, it does arrive, as it will 
bring the east and west sides of Jordan nearer to one an- 
other for communication and trading purposes. 
IS THE SUN MADE OF RADIUM? 

“There is no doubt.’ says Mr. Walter Maunder, writ- 
ing in “Knowledge” on the origin of the sun's heat, “that 
the discovery of radium compels us to abandon com- 


pletely some of the conclusions based upon present theo- - 


ries of the origin of the sun’s heat. Mr. W. E. Wilson 


caleulates that ‘3.6 grammes of radium per cubic meter — 
of the sun’s volume would supply the entire output’ of . 
He further suggests that at the tem- 


perature of the sun radium may be much more energetic 
than at.our terrestrial temperatures. If so, a much 
smaller weight of radium per cubic meter may suffice 
The computations which Lord Kelvin and other lead- 
ing men of science have made as to the possible lengtti 
of time in the past, and in the future, during which the 
sun could maintain its present energy of radiation, are 
necessarily entirely sei aside, for we can no longer as- 
sume that the concentration of the sun’s substance from 
infinite distance has been’ the sole or even the chief 
source of its energy. It is not only that radium itself 
may exist In suffic'ent abundance in the sun to account 
for its energy, but the same or similar radio-active prop- 
erties may be-possessed by other of its elements, or by 
the sun itself as a whole. Professor G. H. Darwin 
writes: ‘Knowing as we now do that an atom of matter 
is capable of containing an enormous store of energy in 
itself, | think Wwe have no right to assume that the sun 
is incapable of liberating. atomic energy to a degree at 
least comparable with that which it would do if made 
of radium.’ London Graphic.

eA Horse Show in Marble. 


WORLD’ s J AIR GROUNDS FILLED 
WITH EQUINE STATUARY. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ONQUEST of an untamed empire by the pioneer was 
(C20 without the horse, and its part in advancing civ- 

ilization or receding savagery is heroically portrayed 
by the sculptor at the World's Fair. . Progress fiends and 
automobdilists in particular give the horse a century in 
which to become extinct. If this noblest of animals must 
lose his place in the world’s activity, his memory finds a 
fitting apotheosis at St. Louis. Next to the human form 
that of the hurse has always been the best expression 
of the scu!ptor’s art, and at St. Louis it becomes a large 
feature of the expositien. 

This horse snow in marble covers the whole range of 
history. It dips into mythology with fanciful result, but 
for strong human interest returns to the @very day. 
li is a wondrous span from Philip Partini'’s hippo pi 
in his marine mountain to Remington's group of movwnted 
cowboys painting a town red, 
if the critic of horseflesh fails to study the varying types 
of horse decelopment betweem the age of fable and 
modern day reality. 

The fish-tailed horse of sculptural parfance reigns su- 
preme about the region of the cascades and the grand 
basin, that high point of decorative art at the exposition. 
Here H. A. MacNeil has employed him as part of a 
massive romposition known as the Fountain of Liberty. 
from which gush the waters of the great cascade. The 
horses’ trunks, carrying the graceful upper part of wood 
nymphs, a type of female centaurs, are skillfully used 
by Phillif Mariini in his fine group, “The Triumph of 
Quite the most strik- 
ing examples of the sea horse at the exposition are the 
equine figures that appear in Martini’s hippocampi for 
the marine fountain in the Manufactures Palace. A 
sea god dominates the first fountain, and a marine 
goddess holds sway over the second. God and goddess 
stand erect in a shell chariot. They lean partly on 
tridents. Before them cupids with the tails of fishes 
the sea horses. The noteworthy features of the 
steeds are their finny manes, webbed hoofs and the 
scales that cover the bodies, 

‘The horse is inseparable from our idea of the dark 
ages, The powerful animal that bore the iron clad cru- 
sader to war, and from whose lofty height the warrior 
could vanquish thirty Saracens, is one of the noblest 
memories of medieval times. In the “Apotheosis of St. 
Louis,” one of the most respiendent creations of the 
sculptor in the world, “we see St. Louis, the crusader- 
saint, mounted on a mighty Norman war horse, in 
full battle panoply. 

Charles H. Niehaus, one of the foremost of American 
sculptors, who modeled this giant animal and _ its 
kingly rider, became famous for his fine equestrian statue 
of William the Silent. Mr. Niehaus says of his finer 
effort for the World’s Fair, that the horse in this group 
was modeled from an American horse of high spirity a 
thoroughbred of the Mambrino Chief pedigree, and the 
sculptor declares that the animal holds himself as a 
noble charger should, but the equine characteristics of 
the medieval horse were carefully studied, as well, and 
embodied in the ideal. It becomes interesting in the 
same connection to leirn that the caparisons and trap- 
pings were jadapted from existing prints and reproduc- 
tions of seals and records of the twelfth century, and 
from exact descriptions of the costumes of that period. 
The harness and draperies of the horse are emblazoned 
with the fleur de lis of France, and the horse's helmet 
has the cross in bold relief on its forehead. These, 
With the saddle and elaborately fashioned harness, give 
a good deal of diversity to the animal, whose movement 
is proud and animated.

E. C. Potter, the sculptor of this fine group, has chosen 
to portray De Soto at the moment when the mighty 
Father of Waters burst on his entranced view. The 
Stately don has uncovered in involuntary homage to his 
discovery, and js reining in his steed sharply, the animal 
being slightly thrown back and his head drawn in close 
to his neck. 

“The Protest of the Sioux” is one of the exposition’s 
most vigorous and animated equestrians. Cyrus E. 
Dallin has represented an Indian warrior flinging his 
defiance at advancing civilization. His pony, a sturdy 
beast with unkempt coat and long. fetlocks, is being 
almost forced to its haunches by the rider's tight hold on 
the single rope bridle- Shaking his clenched fist at the 
paleface@ foes, his other vehement hand is wrenching 
open the animal's mouth with the cruel bridle. 

Mr. Dallin says that he has portrayed a powerful In- 
dian stallion, one of the finest Indian horses he could 
mold, his desire being to represent the period of Indian 
life before the red man had become a reservation Indian, 
and the horse is, therefore, one of those magnificent 
Stallions that used to rin wild in the great free West. 
The sculptor in this instance purposely avoided making 
an Indian cayuse, as the spirit of his work is more or 
less heroic, and the animal was made to correspond 
with this feeling. 

The West is well represented in the equestrian statuary 


for the, reason that the exposition celebrates the one 
hundred anniversary of the purchase of Louisiane. 
Solon H. Borglum, a sculptor whose intimate knowledge 


of the frontier rivals that of Remington, has contributed 
two commanding groups, which are ful] of the breath of 
the great West. His horses are the rough and ready 
“toughies” of the plains. No attempt has been made 
to idealize these animals, which gives them a strangely 
human interest aspect when compared with the grand 
monarchs of horseflesh in the groups dealing with past 
ages. In “A Peril of the Plains,” a trapper is shown 
hovering at the feet of his beast, both braced to with- 
stand One of*those terrible blizzards of the far western 
prairies. The pioneer’s horse is of the mustang type, 
used as a pack animal. Mr. Borglum explains that he 
has sacrificed all details to accent the impression of 
suffering the horse undergoes in a storm. In his second 
group, “At Rest,” depicting the indolence of cowboy 
and his mount, the sculptor says this horse is a larger 
animal found in the northwestern plains. Here the de- 
tails have also been sacrificed to accentuate the impres- 
sion of a horse in hot, dry weather> 

Frederick Remington, whose facile pencil has made the 
East so well acquainted with the men and horses of 
the West, has done a group for the expesition which 
will establish his fame as a sculptor who knows his 
horse. “Painting a Town Red” seems to be the proper 
title for Mr. Remington's hilarious quartette of frontier 
centaurs who are “drunk and dressed up.”" There is an on- 
ward rush of about four mounted cowboys, riding tightly 
pressed against one another, that gives the impression 
which grips a spectator watching a cavalry charge loom- 
ing large in the moving pictures of the biograph. Every 
right arm is aloft, with “gum” in hand. The faces are 
werking with bilarity, the mouths are wide open with 
cowboy yells—everything is moving about this astonish- 
The horses are the best part of it.

SUBMARINE MINES. 


flow Tithy Are LAIDAND How Uarrors Arr 
ProrecTeD BY THEM. 


[ Pearson's Weekly:] There are many people who 


‘ imagine that submarine mines are holes due in the bed 


of the sea by divers, and filled In with explosives which 
can be “fired somehow or other.’ 

As a matter of fact, no submarine mines are laid below 
the bed of the sea. for were they so laid they would 
of little practicai. use. their destructive force being 


| thereby greatiy reduced, and the business of laying them 


would be immensely increased. 

In most cases submarine mines are Rented as near the 
surface of the waters as possible, but not so near as 1o 
be visible at any time; which means they, must be at 
Sufficient depths to be invisible at low tide. Every inch 
of water beyond a specific number above a mine reduces 
its destructive force. 

Mines laid ‘n this manner are in themselves floats, 
requiring no support, burt are held in position by moor- 
ings, Which keep them at the required distance below the 
surface of the waters. Tle only. submarine mines to 
which this does not-apply. are ground mines, which do 
not float, but are laid on the botiom,. and these can only; 
of course, be used in comparatively shallow water. 

These floating valcanoes are generally about the size 
of small buoys and of much the same shape, and contain 


approximately five hundred pounds of gun cotion fn a 


number of metal cases. 
Such mines are connected by st‘el wire ropes to an- 
'enath of these ropes 


They are fired in three different ways. 

Automatic submarine mines are so constructed that 
immediately a ship's bottom runs 
against them, and when such mines as these can be lib- 
erally laid in the waters of a harbor, they are wonder- 
fully effective, and capable of turning a big fleet into a 


‘mass of submerged scrap iron. 


. Other mines are fired by electric current directed from 
shore. What are known as observation mines, for in- 
Stance, are connectéd by wire with a firing station 
on land, and are exploded by an Officer: in the  sta- 
tion when he observes an enemy's ship ra- 
dius of thirty or forty feet of the mine. 

At the lesser radius the mines may safely 
to sink nine warships out of any ten. 
Odservation mines are generally laid in 
ing right acrozs a harbor, and with visible buoys at 
each extreme, so that the officer under whose charge 
they are can quickly observe when a ship is passing over 
the line of mines (there may be a score or mors in the 
line) since the visible buoys indicate the line. 

The great thing against the use of observation mines 
is that, under certain conditions, such as fog, they are 
practically useless. 

Thus we have-contact mines Which combine the prin- 
ciples of both the observation mine and the automatic 
submarine mine, for they are so contrived that, albeit 
they do not explode on contact like the aufomatic mines, 
directly a ship runs up against them the shock sets work- 
ing an arrangement which rings a be! in the firing sta- 
tion on land, and as each mine is represented by a par- 
ticular bell, the officer in charge knows exactly which 
mine the ship is against; and al] he_has to do is to prezs 
button, which will fire that particular mine. 

By this ingenious contrivance the difficulty that might 
arise from a fog is entirely overcome, as it is not néces- 
sary for the officer to see beyond his bells and buttons to 
blow the enemy's fleet to pieces. In antitipating the at- 
tempt of-an attacking fleet to force a passage into harbor. 
it is necessary to provide for the contingency of one’s 
own navy desiring to enter the same harbor for protec- 
tion by its guns; and automatic mines cannot be relied 
on in the heat of battle to discriminate between an en- 
emy’s and a friend's vesseis. 

A harbor protected by contact mines Would be open to 
its own ships and closed to the enemy’s, except in a fog 
through which they could not be recognized by the officer 
in_charge of the firing station, when it would be a case of 
the rival navies disclaiming their own rights to enter 
the harbor first. 

The total lack of any faculty for discriminating be- 
tween friend and foe is, of course, the automatic mine's 

“weak point.” 

in protecting a harbor by means of mines, all three 
kinds are generally used, the automatic being laid only 
at the lasi moment. Observation mines are laid aiong 
what might be styled the lip of the harbor, stretching 
right across, and three or four lines of them. 

Nearer in will be laid numerous groups of contact 
mines in threes and fours. And within that deadly zone 
the automatic mines will be put down, and the ships that 
succeed in passing the lot deserve their success,

These youngsters never 
need dolls, for the babies, of which every family has a 
continuous supply, are left almost entirely to their care, 
and the patience and good nature they display in euare- 
ing their smal! charges is highly creditable. 

Except the boatmen and fishermen, who are a fine, 
sturdy lot, the men of Capri seem to be pretty poor 
specimens, preferring to leave the heavy work to the 
wonten, and choosing for themselves some lighter occu- 
pation, such as driving a cab, or keeping a little wine 
shop. But many of the more active men pass the greater 
part of their lives away from their native isle. Some go 
to the coasts of Sicily and Sardinia, in search of Coral, 
othersto Ameri: ain quest of the dollar; if successful in 
amassing what to them appears a modest fortune, they 
return, to pass the rest of their days on their beloved 
rock. It fis little wonder that all who can do 80 come 
back, for this little island possesses a strong fascination, 
even for those who have “sqjoerned on its shore but for 

a brief time- 

The picturesque effects of scenery and brilliant color 
tones, so distinctive of Capri, prove especially seductive 
to artists of all nationalities. Here they come, many 
to remain for years, and occasionally one marries a 
Capri maiden who has served as his model. Indeed, the 
artists have made sneh an impression on this suscepti- 
ble people that the Roman Catholic priests have inter- 
vened, and prohidited the girls to pose for the painters, 
which on the whole is # wise measure, as the Capriotes 
are of a jealous, suspicious nature, and the maid who 
poses for the foreigner will win no lover among her 
countrymen. 

Unfortunately. tut few. American travelers see Capri in 
{he sinmer time, kept away, by the accounts 
one’ hears of the excessive heat in Southern Italy. The 
writer remained here from May to October, and only 
on the occasional days when the “siroeco” blew was the 
temperature decidedly unpleasant, The sky was never 
obscuted by cloud or fog, and though at times the sun’s 
rays beat down somewhat too flercely, the air was gen- 
erally fanned by a sea breeze. During the summer sea- 
son the temperature of the water remains almost con- 
stantly at 80 deg., and bathing is a delight indulged in 
daily by nearly every one. One end of the beach is re- 
served for the women and the other end for the men. 
As there are very few bath-houses, the bathers hide them- 
selves under a sheet while disrobing and robing: the effect 
of these sheets waving around in wild contortions is very 
comical, but they serve their purpose well. The work- 
ing women usually bathe after dark, and seldom venture 
out into deep water, but remain huddled together close 
to the shore, muttering in unison prayers to the Virgin 
to preserve them from the perils of the deep. 


The religious festivals chiefly celebrated on the Island | 


occur in the summer months, and are days of general 
rejoicing. On the evening of these “giorni di festa,’ 
the Piazza, or paved square, is brillian‘ly illuminated, 
festoons of flowers and colored lights are hung around, 
a gorgeous display of fireworks and. deafening dis- 
charges of giant firecrackers are interspersed with music 
of the band; gayly dressed people throng the terraces 
and balconies, and thé cafés entertain crowds at their 
little tables; altogether the effect is most spectacular. 

The amount of money speat in fireworks and gun- 
powder by this pleasnre-loving people would add materi- 
ally to their comfort, although, owing to the prosperity 
brought them by tovrists and resident foreigners, they 
are much better conditioned than most of the peasantry 
of Italy, and one is not pained by the importunate and 
miserable beggars that infest other parts of that country. 

The foreign colony is composed ——— of Germans, 


but there is also a fair number of English, retived 4 army 
officers, elderly clergymen, and that strange lot of ex- 
patriated Britons one meets with’ all over the conti- 
nent of Europe. Each morning the steamer from Naples 
brings over its quota of noisy Neapolitans and German 
tourists, who, after paying a hurried visit to the Blue 
Grotto, spend the rest of the day on the terrace of a 
café, imbibing copiously of Capri wine or Munich deer, 
according to their nationality. 

In the early autumn the islanders are all occupied 4 
with the vintage, most important of all the industries 
here. When one is told that the juice is extracted from 
the grapes by the maidens treading them with their bare 
feet, One imagines that this must be a very beautiful 
sight, suggesting the ancient’ pictures of the festivals in 
praise of Bacchus. But, alas! The reality is far from 
attractive. To see a lot of untidy girs, their skirts 
spattered and feet streaming with purple juice, mash- 
ing down a mass of grapes in huge shallow vats, and 
to notice that they frequently jump out of the vats 
and run down the dusty path for a drink from the 
water jar, returning to the grape treading wiih the dust 
and gravel sticking to their feet, does not increase one’s 
desire to drink the wine, which, however, is excellent, 
in spite of the primitive method of production. — 

At this season of the year large flocks of quail pdss 
over the island en their long-flight to their winter home 
in Africa, and the manner in which they are caught is 
most cruel and unsportsmanlike. In the first place, a 
few are snared, and their sight destroyed by. searing 
their eyes with a red-hot wire. They. are then put in 
cages placed under large nets, stretched between trees, 


giving their call, which attracts the other quaN, who 
become entangled in the meshes of the net, and are killed 
in great numbers. 

When a Southern Californian first sees a faint biue 
Outline of Capri rising from the sea, he is at once 
reminded of fair Santa Catalina, nor does the resem- 

lance grow less on nearer approach; the same rugged 
cliffs, even the familiar shafe of Sugar Loaf, has its 
counter part in a. group of rocks called the Faraglioni. 
But how every foot of ground is utilized here! The 
steepest slopes are terraced, and covered with the vine 
or olive, and the Californian sighs for the splendiddarge- 
ness, the wild, uncultivated grandeur of the island off 
his country’s shore.

Fruit Trees for Display. 


A delightful article in Floral Life for November by 
Burt Johnson urges the planting of fruit trees in orna- 
mental gardens. This' is a suggestion that has been 
long in my own mind, and is carried out to some extent. 
in my own garden. The glossy lemon and orange trees 
are, especially when in bloom, as beautiful as any tree 
or shrub there. The peach and apple trees have a long 
season of bloom here in California, and, pruned low, add

much to the beauty of the landscape for a long seagon, 
The Missouri plum, with its brilliant red and yellow 
fruit, and its dense high!y perfumed blossoms, makes 
an excelient hedge, or boundary shrub, while the Jap 
anese plums and persimmons are really beautiful. No 
doubt the nurseries could yield many other beautify 


fruiting shrubs, and the utility of the tree need not 


deter growers from utilizing them for decorative pur. 
poses. | 

We have some native Californian shrubs and trees 
whose fruits are edible, and that are strictly ornamental 
in aspect. The holly-leaved cherry, Prunus illicifellg, 
is very beautiful the year around, but specially so whep 
loaded down with its bright red fruit. The toyon, of 
Christmas berry, Heteromeles arbutifolia, the elder bush, 
Sambucus glauca, and the native gooseberry, Ribes speci. 
osum and Ribes Menziesii, the madrone, Arbutus Mens 
ziesii, and the manzanita. Arctostaphylos glauca, are 


all of a decorative nature, and worth preserving te 


posterity. 

Up around Santa Barbara are found a great many 
Mexican fruit trees. Of these the zapote and the capul- 
lin are Worthy of notice.. The alligator pear, Perseg 
gratissima, is grown here also, and is quite palatable 
The anona, or cherimoya, a native of Pern, has been sue. 
ceseftully crown here also. Its fragrant flower as well ag 
its rich fruit make it worthy of a place in the garden. 

The grenadilla, or edible passion flower fruit, is muc% 
relished by some. The brilliant blossoms make it popu. 


lar, but unfortunately it attracts the butterflies, and the 


vines become a nest of crawling things before the sum- 
mer is over, unless hellebore is used freely early in the 
year, and then, of course, there is more or less danger 
attendant upon the use of the fruit. 


I am surprised that so few people plant other thas 


the common strawberry guava. Psidium lucidum, the 
yellow Cattley guava, and Psidium guayava, the lemog 
guava, are edible, and very agreeable, both to taste and 
sight. The St. John’s Bread, orcarob, tree is very suc- 
cessful near the sea, as at Santa Monica, and the podg 
are much liked by horses and cattle. 

The mango, Mangifera Indica, will do well in sheltered 
localities, with plenty of moisture. The fruit of the 
mango is most delicious, and the tree pretty to look at 
Bananas grow freely and fruit in most sections. Thé 
fruit is not to our taste as agreeable as the imported, 
when picked directly from the tree, but I am told thaf 
if laid away in a shady place they get flavor, as docs the 
mandrake, or the pear. The cerimon, or Philodendros 
pertusiim, has attracted much attention in Florida, but it 
is not generally known that it fruits readily in los 
Angeles, and is readily grown.

Very recently a rose of 
the polyantha variety, Perle d'Or, growing in the garde 
of Miss K. O. Sessions at San Diego, has produced @ 
tremendous cluster of roses, the stems of which ar 
banded together in a great fasciculation, which extends 
to the terminal buds, so that the head of the cluster 
bas three distinct centers. alihough apparently but oné 
rose. The band shows the distinct growing tozether of 
seven stems, and they sustain fifty perfect buds anf 
blossoms. This fasciculation was entirely by accident, 


and I doubt if any other so remarkable has ever been 


found in California, for its seeps must surely have 
been chronicled. 


California Bulbs Under Contivetion, 


Country Life for November ‘devotes the larger portion 
of its pages to California bulbs, and to the largest of 
the California growers, Carl Purdy, whose work in de 
veloping this industry of the cultivation and exporting 
of our native bulbs was described in this department last 
May. The eagerness of the eastern gardener to adapt 
our lovely blossoms to the very trying conditions of Mis 


climate should be an indication to our growers -that the 


market may be increased at will. 


The writer in Country Life intimates that the secret 


of success inethe eastern garden with these bulbs is te 
keep them perfectly dormant until early spring, as thé 
California climate has “practically but two seasons.” 
The bulbs that are most generally exported are Mark 
posa lilies, brodiaeas, Washington lilies, and trilliums.

Ilow Rose HERE, THE HEROINE OF BRITTANY, 
SAVED FOURTEEN LIVEs. 


{Brest Correspondence London Mail:] All Brittany is 
talking of the heroic exploit of Rose Here, the courageous 
Breton woman who (as briefly narrated in yesterday's 
Daily Mail) saved the lives of the beatswain. Etienne 
Coursol, and thirteen men of the steamer Vesper, which 
was wrecked on the dangerous coast of Ushan’, 

Rose Here is a fisherwoman and cultivator of the soil. 
On Monday, about 8 o'clock, she Was gathering she)lfish 
on the rocks near the Pyramide du Runiou, when out of 
the foz, which was just beginning to lift, she heard 
despairing cries, and looking seaward perceived a boat 
containing fourieen men which Was drifting wildly at the 
merey of the strong currents among a mass of dangerous 
ree’s. Every now and agnin it was buffeted by the surf, 
which threatened to dash the frail craft te picces. 

The occupants of the boat, half-naked and afraid to 
throw themselves into the sea on account of the ewilt 
tide, plied their oars with the courage of despair, and 
shouted at the top of their voices for assistance, 

Rose at once signaled to them with her arms that she 
Was coming to their aid, and the shipwrecked men on 
perceiving her meaning pulled with ail their strength for 
the shore. Rose ran down to the foot of the cliffs, and 
without losing a moment plunged into the boiling surf, 
dressed as she was, and swam to the boat. 

Climbing on board, she reassured the sailors a as 3 best she

THE BAZAARS OF DAMASCUS TO 
THE TEA FIELDS OF JAPAN. 

Ly Gussie Packard Du Bois. 


OW that Thanksgiving Day is over, and we are all 
N in the quiet frame of mind usual after a good dinner, 

it may be-of interest to take a stro!| through the 
various markets of the world, and observe the food of 
those countries, rather than the cathedrals and types of 
people. It is said that at the present day all the ships 
on the sea are sailing in the direction of the human 
mouth, and people generally accept the statement, “Tell 
me What a man cats and | will tell you what he is.” 


With due regard io all that is curious and interesting, 
I think the bazaars of Damascus are the most picturesque 
sight of all. They are very noisy, for the muezzing repeal 
the Mohammedan creed in a sonorous, ringing voice, 
Which resounds from one minaret to another throughout 
the whole city; the water bearers and vendors of all 
kinds of refresaments call their wares loudly, and contin- 
uously, each striving to outdo the other, while the voices 
of the donkey and came! drivers fill in any chinks of 
silence that might otherwise’ be left, and run over into 
the general uproar, and the fact that it is all in a 
foreign tongue makes the noise seem. even greater.

To a height of intense attachment involving his own 
death the dog has risen over and over ‘again in the his- 
tory of the race. 
The dog’s companionsiaip with man was first chronicled 
in the Book of Tobit. History since that time has been 
filled with instances bearing out the fact. The reality 
of that companionship, reaching to the highest points of 
attachment and sacrifice, has never lacked examples in 
any land. 

Here is a story of a dog which belonged to a former 
postmaster of Fort William. He was a rough, thick-set

Died of Grief. 


Instances of dogs who have grieved for strangers are 
not at all uncommon; but there are far more numerous 
examples of canine pets who have died of grief for their 
masters. 


Many years ago the Chamber of Deputies in Brussels 
contfined an empty wooden kennel in one corner. It 
had been brought from a neighboring churchyard, where 
it had been placed by some charitable people for a dog 
that never left his dead master's grave for seven years, 
and ultimately died there. 


This dog belonged to a young French officer who fell 
covered with wounds in a battle when the Dutch invaded 
Brussels in 1830. His body was found on the battle field 
with the dog lying upon it, licking the wounds and howl- 
ing pifeously. He followed the body to the grave, and 
never again left the spot.

In the case of the captain of an artillery company ot 
South Carolina, who was killed in the American Civil 
War, the officer's pet dog lay moaning upon the grave of 
his master, refusing to eat or drink, for three days, and 
then died. 


This instance is all the more remarkable from the fact 
that the officer's vody did not reach the family home in 
Columbia until a week after death. 


The dog met it at the gate, knew by instinet that the 
coffin contained his dead master, lay under it in the par- 
lor until the funeral, when he joined the procession to 
the grave. | 

A small Manchester terrier, belonging to a lady now 
living in an eastern suburb, died of grief and exhaustion 
afew years ago. His mistress married, and left her old 
home to reside some four miles away. The terrier was 
in deep trouble at once. He loved his mistress, and he 
he bad been born, and had 
lived all his life. 

He was a weakly little fellow; but nevertheiess he 
commenced visiting his mistress almost every other day, 
coming and returning alone in the evening to his old 
quarters. 

He could not keep this up for many months, however.

Pernicious Grasses, | 


N unusual ‘number of inquiries are coming to this 
; department of The Times regarding the law upon 

certain grasses and weeds which the State Legislature 
and the.county authorities have tabooed by statute and 
ordinance. In one case I prevented an El Monte rancher 
from investing in a large lot of: seed of the Johnson 
grass by advising him of the law passed by the last leg- 
ishature forbidding the growth of this pernicious plant. 
This despised grass should not be allowed to harbor in- 
the remotest places, much less to be introduced in a sec- 
tion of damp lands, where it could never be eradicated. 
I fear the enactment came too late to be effective, unless 
a vigorous, general campaign be inaugurated for its ex- 
termination upon a systematic basis and in the hands of 
thorough officials. The Johnson grass is a very popular 
forage crop in sections where cultivation of field or or- 
_ chard crops are not the order. But its introduction to 
localities where crops requiring tillage are grown would 
be a great misfortune.. Ag to the Bermuda grass, there 
is & great diversity of opinion, byt there should be but 
one policy here—the policy of extermination. To al] in- 
quirers I will say that the farmers are awakening to the 
danger of Johnson grass, and the law should be enforced. 


The Latest Opinion, 


HE TIMES last week published a brief press dispatch 

that has a.far-reaching interest to walnut growers 
and perhaps other fruit growers including raisers of 
pears and olives. The dispatch contained the opinion of 
the Attorney-General of the State that the State and 
county horticultural laws do not authorize the officials 
respectively to destroy trees infected with disease. How 
the officials are to prevent the more general spread of 
walnut bacteriosis, pear blight and olive bacilli under 
this interpretation of the law is a poser. It is known 
that a majority of the walnut nurseries of the South are 
affected with the walnut disease and I have warned 
planters of this fact again and again. There is no doubt 
the law of 1897 intended to include tree diseases as well 
as insect pests, but the clause was so worded that the 
- Attorney-General has evidently felt justified in giving 
his late opinion. The law of 1903, establishing a State 
Horticultural Commission has overcome this difficulty 
in its quarantine clauses, but they relate only to the in- 
troduction of disease from points outside the State. The 
diseases sought to be controlled are, unfortunately, al- 
ready wel] established, and their control will be far 
more difficult than under a different interpretation. Buy 
caly healthy, clean trees.

HAVE) visited the peat lands and made inquiry dili- 

gently as to the coming celery crop, both as it affects 
the lesser trade of the coast and as it relafes to the great 
Eastern shipments. The conditions as a whole were 
never more favorable, the smal! damage from insects be- 
ing noticed in another note. The celery men promise 
an output of 2000 carloads, four or five hundred more 
than last season's output, at least. Few growers are in- 
clined to place any qualifications upon the outlook for 
the present crop. The acreage is 25 per cent. heavier 
than that of last year and the crop is maturing with but | 
few weather vicissitudes. A former official of the celery 
growers’ organization says 
has been much improved during the last year, and the 
celery men have less fear of bad results from glutting 
certain markets. Some competition will be felt from the 
eastern celery crop, but that will soon disappear, leav- 
ing the market in a wholesome, receptive condition. 
This is the situation as sized up at present. The demand 
for California celery is exceedingly steady, and the 
months of December, January and February will clean

Exporting Apples,

A Question of Law, 


PICKED up an item of unusual interest to the fruit 

farmer last week. It has been known for some time 
that a parasite of the purple scale and another of the 
codling moth are in existence in a remote portion of the 
earth. Continued correspondence between the State 
Horticultural Commissioner and the West Australian 
government has been held for months upon this matter 
of locating and securing colonies of these beneficial in- 
sects, in which the arrangement had been made for each 
of the interested parties to share in approximate equal- 
ity in the expense of the search. State Commissioner 
Cooper has plenty of money to pay California's part, but 


priation has arisen and the whole plan of securing these 
parasites has for the time been blocked. 


In behalf of the fruit interests of the State The Times 
hopes Commissioner Cooper may be advised that a mere 
technicality need not deter him from using a portion of 
the appropriation for this purpose. No one questions the 
intent of the enactment of 1903. Section 13 of the act 
entitled ‘An act to create a State Commissioner of Hor- 
ticulture,” reads: ‘“‘The sum of $4000 is hereby appropri- 
ated for the use and support and to pay the expenses of 
the State Commissioner of Horticulture for the years 
1903 and 1904 commencing July 1, 1903, under this act.” 
No better “use” could be made of this money than that 
of searching the world for beneficial insects. Since the 
introduction of the scutellista a new impetus has been 
given the introduction of parasites, but it is a reflection 
upon the entomologists of the world that this African 
fly was allowed to remain unknown when it might have 
bad 30 years of usefulness upon the black scale Cali- 
fornia. But it must be remembered that our entomolo- 
gists have had to fight for every cent they secured for 
parasite hunting, and even now a technicality may fur- 
ther hinder the good work. 


Protecting Beneficial Birds, 


LARGE number r of ornithologists and other 

citizens engaged in the work of protecting the native 
birds of Los Angeles county met with the Sufervisors 
last Monday morning to.present a petition designed to 
foster the feathered tribe which is more or less beneficial! 
to our agricultural industries. At a consultation held in 
the office of the Horticultural Commission the preceding 
Saturday the original list of birds for which protection 
was to be asked was modified by excluding the interme- 
diate sparrow, western tanager and cedar waxwing. 
Wheg the petition came before the Board of Supervis- 
ors the California woodpecker was also left out of the 
Heretofore the mocking bird, oriole, 
meadow lark, robin and road-runner have been pro- 
tected by State law, these being the only birds exempt 
from_slaughter except the.game birds during the closed 
season. After the hearing Monday the Supervisors or- 
dered the District Attorney to prepare an ordinance in 
accordance with the request of the petitioners. 


In the discussion that [lldéwed the presentation of the 
petition several of those aitending asked that the new 
ordinance be drawn with regard to the protection of 
those who were compelled to destroy the linnets with 
poison or otherwise, and in so doing should incidentally 
kill birds named in the protective ordinance. The Su- 
pervisors directed that the ordinance include a provision 
exempting from prosecution those who killed other birds 
in going after the linnets. Another feature of the pro- 
posed ordinance provides that birds included in the pro- 
tected list cannot be taken for scientific study without 
permission from the Horticultural Commission. This 
clause was made at the suggestion of the Supervisors 
and readily approved by all.

1 do not know 
that a graft put in that way will bear any quicker than 
a bud put in at the same time; but, we gained a year, be- 
cause We did not have to wait for sprouts to grow to bud 
into. 

Of course, the grafts did not bear very much. They 
were not large enough to carry very many frulis. 

Now, in regard to their present condition. Once in a 
while a hard wind will break one over. as they are not 
as solid yet as a budded sprout perhaps. I have lost 
perhaps a dozen al! told out of a thousand trees. Not al! 
my grafts were put in on top of old stumps, but a large 
Many of those grafts put in in 
1895 froze out in 1899 (1 think our last freeze was.) where 
not banked, and were regrafted after that freeze. and 
are now bearing to some extent. So far as anyone can 
see, there is no difference between grafts and buds, so 
far as stability is concerned. 

The graft does not unite with the old stump; the new 
wood simply grows over. and they may as they come to 
bear heavy crops now and then one go down. 1 believe it 
will be so, but so far, I see no trouble of that kind.

The Brownlow Bill, 


NE objection that has been urged against the appro- 

priation of inoney by the government to aid in road 
building is that the members of Congress would engage 
in such turmoil and unseemly strifes as are now wit- 
nessed in securing appropriations for rivers and harbors. 
This could not be the case under the Brownlow Bill, for 
it provides that no State shall receive in aid of road con- 
struction out of any money appropriated for that pur- 
pose a greater proportion of the total amount appropri- 
ated than its population bears to the total population of 
the United States. To illustrate: If $20,000,000 should 
be appropriated, Massachusetts would receive, approxi- 

tely, $735,000; Alabama, $497,000; Tennessee, $524,000; 
Michigan, $534,000, and Maryland, $211,000. 

However much work may be done by either. of these 


- States, it could not receive more than its proportion of 


the amount appropriated. Nor could any community in 
the several States complain of another for trying to se- 
cure the premium offered by the government in taking 
prompt and effective action in raising local funds to meet 
the requirements of the government. 
test not between States, but between different counties 
of the same State, or between different su ddivisions or 
townships, but the bill makes it impossible that there 
could be contests between the States themselves. 

This bil! is well guarded, also, as to the expenditure of 
the money appropriated by the government. Application 
must first be made by the officers having jurisdiction of 
the public roads in any State or county or district to the 
director of the bureau of public roads for céoperation in 
the construction of a-public highway. After the applica- 
tion is made with the required resolution the director 
of the Bureau of Public Roads must have the route in- 


vestigated to determine wheter such a proposed road. 


woul! be of sufficient importemce to receive national aid. 
If it should be approved by the director upon investiga- 
tion, then maps are to be prepared, plans and specifica- 
tions made, the width of the road determined, together 
with an estimate of its cost. 

A second application, with resolution, is then made by 
the local authorities and filed with the director, in which 
assurance is given that such road or a section thereof 
Shall be constructed according to the provisions of the 
act. The director then advertises for bids for the con- 
struction of the road, and the contract is awarded to the 


| lowest responsible bidder, or it may be awarded to the 


State or county or subdivision. The director may then 
jesue his warrant on the Treasurer of the United States, 
but his warrant sha!] not be in excess of 80 per cent. of 
the work performed, and in all cases the government 
shal! hold back 20 per cent. until the entire work has 
been finished. 

To anyone Who will study closely the provisions of the 
Brownlow bill it will be apparent that the interests of the 
government have been well protected in every particu- 
lar. The value of the bill is the beneficent influence it 
will exert upon local action. Experience has shown that 
something is necessary to stimulate local effort in the 
matier of road building. The history of the construc- 
tion of roads in all European countries shows that no 
good permanent free roads have ever been built by local 
Qssessments or taxation.—[Trivune-Farmer. 


Saving of Seed Corn, 


HERE is nothing of more importance to the farmers 

throughout the corn belt of the United States than the 
quality of seed corn. The Bureau of Plant Industry of 
the United States Department of Agriculture states that 
it the northern part of this area specia] precautions are 
always mécessary in saving seed on account of the short 
Savon and the consequent difficulty in getting seed which 
fully matured. In a season like the present these con- 
Gitions hold good over a larger area than usual. 

Most of the corn is in the field at the present time, 
and, if not immature, it at least contains a large per- 
‘“itage of moisture. If this moist corn is left in its 
Present condition until after cold weather the freezing 
"al kill a large part of the seed and the planting of this 
poor seed wil] mean a thin stand next year. 

Where the seed corn has not already been obtained, 
R should be selected at once. Pick out only thoroughly 
Matured ears, or, if none can be found that are thoroughly 


It would be a 


matured, take the ripest to be had. Husk and put in a 
dry, well-ventilated place kept at a temperature of from 
75 to 100 degrees Fahrenheit, and let them remain there 
until the seed is thoroughly dried and cured. After it 
has been dried it should be stored where it will remain 
reasonably dry and cool. It is only when the seed con- 
tain a large percentage of moisture that the germination 
is injured by freezing. If a little trouble is taken now 
in selecting and caring for next year’s seed, the stand 
and the consequent yield will be greatly increased. 

In all cases seed should be tested for germination a 
short time before planting, and only such seed planted 
as is found to be in the best condition. Seed tests can

The factories should be thoroughly cleaned by liberal 
whitewashing with lime and the use of any other germi- 
cide that experience can suggest. : 

As damp wood is a hotbed for breeding and disseminat- 
ing spores of various kinds, care should be taken to 
have the woodwork of factories always thoroughly sound 
and dry, carefully 
pieces, particularly from the floors and gutters. Drain- 
age should be ‘carried away from the factory beyond 
smelling distance by water-tight, vented and trapped 
drains. 

Factory refrigerators should be kept as dry as possible, 


structures, ‘ 

Particular care should be taken that butter boxes are 
made only of thoroughly seasoned wood carefully and 
properly paraffined. 

Only the best and purest parchment paper Should be 
used for lining the boxes. This paper while awaiting use 
should be kept in a thoroughly dry, clean place; before 
used on the butter it should be carefully soaked in a so- 
lution of brine and formalin. It should never be applied 
in a dry state; and particularly it should never be used 
after being wet with pure water. 

Great care should be taken in conveying butter from 
the factory to the railway station. It should be exposed 
_as little as: possible and for as short a time as possible. 


Causes of Bad Milk, 


HE following are some of the causes of tainted milk: 

Allowing the cows to drink impure water from dirty 
watering troughs, stagnant ponds, scakage from barn- 
yards. Feeding rye, rape, turnip tops, leeks or decayed 
apples. Not wiping cow's flanks, udders and teats before 
milking. Milking with dirty hands. Using wooden pails 
for milk. Not straining the milk immediately after 
milking. Stirring or aerating (exposing td the air) close 
to a swill barrel, hog pen, hog trough, hogs, barnyard or 
milking yard. A rusty old milk can. Milking the cow, 
dumping the milk into the milk can and leaving it over 
night without either straining, aerating or cooling. 

Milk should elways be strained and aerated (expocsed 
to pure air) by running through an aerator, dipping and 
stirring, immediately after milking. In warm weather 
the milk should be cooled by setting the pails or can in 
cold water while it is being aerated. Coo! to 65. degrees. 
Saturday night's and Sinday morning's milk should be 
cooled to 60 degrees, set in a cool cellar and covered 
with a clean robe or blanket, and let alone till Monday 
morning. 

Milk Cans and paij!s should be washed with a brush and 
lukewarm water in which a little sal soda is dissolved, 
then scald and place on their sides in the sun. Cans and 
pails should be scoured with salt occasionally. A rusty 
can should never be used to send milk in to the factory,

UNKNOWN REPUBLICS. 


ORGANIZED GOVERNMENTS OF WHICH LITTLE Is 
EVER HEARD. 


{Tit-Bits:] To many people the fact that there are a 
number of flourishing, independent r@publics in exist- 
ence at the present time, which are practically unknown 
to the outside world, will doubtless seem almost incred- 
ible. There are, however, tiny states in various paris 
of Europe so completely isolated from the rest of the 
world that it' is very few maps on which any trace of 
them can be found. But in spite of this they are very 
important communities in themselves, and can boast of 
a prosperous existence which would be a credit te any 
State. 

One of the most interesting of these Tom Thum) re- 
publics is Andorra, an almost inaccessible state of about 
6800 inhabitants, situated in the eastern Pyrenees. An- 
dorra was declared a free state as long ago as the ninth 


century by Charlemagne, and at the present time holds 


a kind of semi-independent position between France 
and Spain. The republic, however, is governed by its 
own representatives, who constitute a sovereign councii 
of twenty-four members, which council elects a presi- 
dent every four years. 

The chief occupations of the Andorranos are agricul- 
ture, cattle-breeding, trade in wood, charcoal, and wool, 
and especially smuggling. At the same time they are

Goust is situated on a rocky mountain top, which 
ig eo steep that when anybody dies it Is quite 
to have an ordinary funeral. <A coffin could not be car- 
ried down the mountainside, and consequent!y the Inhab- 
itants have cut a groove into the face of the rock, and 
the coffin i<*made fast to a rope and allowed to slide 
down to the cemetery in Ossan Valley below, where all 
baptisirs ‘and marriages are performed, The president 
of St. Goust, Who by the bye. is also tax collector, asses- — 
sor, and judge, is elected by a council of twelve, who are 


chosen for five years by the people, the little republie 
having been ruled for-more than thoeusend years 


through a “council of. elders 

Tho smaliext republican state in regard to-population 
is Tavolara, a litt!e-known island about five miles long 
with an average width of half a mile, situated off the 
north coast of Sardinia. Many maps and geograpsy 
books totally ignore the existence of this state. Yer it 
is a free and independent republic of about seventy in- 
habitants, who are théir own rulers. 

The people of Tavolara deciared their independence 
as recently as 1886, the island having previously been 
made over in 1836 by King Charles Albert of Sardinia to 
the Bartoleon}] family. None of the great powers 
jected when the island threw off the yoke of monarchy, 
and during the last seventeen years the inhabitants have 
lived at peace with the world. They elect a president 
every six years, and a_ council of six members, all of 
whom serve the state without payment. 

Jealousy be ween Belgium and Prussia has enayled ‘he 
inbabitants of a tiny territory, called Moresn*', near 
Aix-la-Chapelle, to enjoy the rights of republican ¢ii- 
zenship for the past two centuries. The two countries 
mentioned could not agree as to who should own Mores- 
nét, and consequently they decided to make it nmeutra! 
country. There are about 3000 people in Moresne’, who 
elect their own president and council of five, in whom 
the government of the republic is vested. 

It is also owing to a disagreement between Austria 
and Servia that the folk who have taken up their resi- 
dence on a certain little island in the Danube pay no 
taxes and acknowledgm allegiance to nobody. The 
island, which has very appropriately been called No- 
body’s Is!and, was formed many years ago by the accu- 
mulation of mud and sand carried down by the great 
river during a flood.

This re- 
public has an area of thirty-three square miles and a 
population af nearly 8000 people. San Marino is gov- 
erned by a grand council of sixty life members, self- 
elected, of Whom one-third are novies. From this num- 
ber ate sclected the council of twelve, whd superintend 
fagri ulture anc, with the assistance of twoforeign law- 
Vers, form the supreme court of the staté . A standing 
army of 150 men is maintained, whose chief employmen! 
however, is that of acting as policemdn.

Value of Ou. 

ERE is an intere ‘ag article, furnished The Times 
H by Dr. B. M. on the oil cure, or the rationale of 
ihe oil ireatment for the prevention and Cure of 
diseases. 

“The laws of nature are cnchenseiitie: We are not 
living in a world of chance. Every effect is true to its 
cause. Health is a word derived from the old Saxon 
word, “whealth,” and it implies wholeness of evely 
faculty and function of both mind and body. It is the 
normal condition of the human system. Every excessive 
or deficient action has a tendency to produce disease, 
or “not ease.’ as the name implies, one of the first 
intimations of which is folund in the unequal circulation 
of the blood.

Through the skin there are millions of little holes, called 
pores, the combined length of which in a full-grown 
man is said to be nol iess than twenty-seven miles. These 
pipes or pores act as safety tubes or sewers Of the vody, 
through which not less than a pound of impurity is daily 
passed out of the system in the form of insensible pers- 
piration. 

“Closing these pores causes disease and death. This 
was the result once on a time when a king had his son 
coated with gold foil glued to his body. He only sur- 
vived for a few moments. Colds and ‘catarrh come from 
some exposure which causes the pores to collapse. The 
external discharge of morbific matter having thus been 
arrested, the mucous membrane performsa vicarious or 
double duty. If this mucous matter—which at first is 
thin and watery—is carried to the brain, it may cause a 
fit of sneezing, which we cal! ‘taking cold in the head.’ 
If the discharge is made through the lungs, bowel; or 
the genital organs, catarrh of the respective parts will 
surely supervene, and if not arrested it will end soon 
or late in pulmonary consumption, Bright's disease, or 
in some most cbnoxious form of nervous or sexual disor- 
der.

- SUipation, the foster father of many forms of disease, will 
quickly follow. Nature hes wisely provided a complete 
system, composed of numerous oi! glands, with small 
bags, or cysts, called sebaceous follicles, for the express 
purpose of secreting and for dispensing a lubricating oi), 
for the two-fold function of keeping the pores o/ the 
skin open and sinooth, and in a smooth, pliable and 
healthy con@ftion. 

The olis are all electric, and clothing worn loosely on 
the body, by its rubbing on the oily skin, constantly aids 
in the development of magnetic or nerve force. Silk or 
silk and woolen garments are more highly electric than 
cotton, and they should be worn night and day, next to 
' the surface. They are less liable to retain the perspira- 
tion, and its dampness prevents the friction from evoly- 
ing ecle¢tricity, an agent which is now recognized az the 
great source of life, if not life itseli— 


The ancients, who were guided far more by natural 
insiinct than ourselves, took great care to frequently 
oi! the surface of their bodies, and they alsu used oils 
internally, both as a food and as a medicine. As a result 
we find they had comparatively few of our modern afil- 
ments, and were almost free from catarrh and Ccon- 
sumption, which are our most common apd fatal mala- 
dies.

Not only is the natural man of the forest guided by 
instinct to oil his body, but we find that it has been 
wisely planned by the Great Author of life that the fowls 
of the air should be furnished with sacks or reservoirs, 
from which they can drew a supply of oil for any 
emergency, and they teach man a lesson, by the way iney 
uniformly dil themselves before the approach of a storm, 
or sudden change in the weather, and by so doing they 
are prevented from contracting colds and catarra, to 
which birds, as well as animals, are susceptible. Lavor- 
ing men who are employed in oil mills, whose clothing 
is at all times more or less satiirated with grease, find 
themselves uniformly exempt from qplds, coughs and 
catarrh.

“The examples furnished from profane his‘ory are no 
less remarkable and instructive than those of the sacred 
scriptures, and they show conclusively the high estima- 
tion in which oil was held by the ancients as a curative 
agency. The oil of Cajeput was regarded by the peop!e of 
India as a most wonderful panacea, with properties 
that were sufficiently powerful to cure diseases of every 
kind, also to prevent the spread. of the most malignant 
plague or pestilence, if only a sufficient quantity could 
be obtained. 

“The great variety of-o..« and ointmen's placed on the 
market, and the vast fortunes that bave been reatized 
from their ready sales, plainly show that the common 
people of the present day believe no less than thoie of 
past ages in the efficacy of oil in the treatmen: ef a 
great variety of diseased conditions.

Raw Diet. 


G. N. wriles as follows from Redlands: 

. “I have been interested in your articies in the 
Sunday Times, and have followed up your hints, but 
do not seem to be benefited. Have been troubled with 
weak stomach and bad liver for some time, and am run 
down, and my blood is very thin. I have tried to eat 
nourishing focds, but such as milk, eggs, butter and any 
fatty substances do not agree with my liver. Even olive 
oil seems too greasy. Now, I would like to try a raw 
diet for a while, and would like to have you suggest what 
would be suitable for breakfast, dinner and supper. I 
have tried two meals a day, but get so weak without 
eating a little in’ the morning that I cam not eat when 
noon comes.” 

If the correspondent has really followed out carefully 
the suggestions given from time to time in this depart- 
ment, he should certainly have noted an improvement in 
his condition, as everybody must do who follows the laws 
of health. It is probable that he has “slipped a cog” 
in some direction. Milk, eggs and butter are all more or 
less hard upon the liver. Any one who suffers from a 
tendency to liver troubles would do well to cut these 
articles out of his dietary. Olive oil, on the contrary, is 
good for the liver—that is, if it is pure oil. Perhaps 
the correspondent has been using cottonseed oil, dis- 
guised as “pure olive oil,” or “salad oil.” 

If he will sip a little hot water, slowly, in the fore 
noon, he will find that the feeling of weakness wil! dis- 
appear. It is not caused by a demand for nourishment on 
part of the digestive organs, but from a contraction of 
the walls of the stomach, which has se its tone, through 
abuse.

Worms. 
RS. L. H. of Los Angeles writes as follows: 

M “Por the benefit of Mrs. M. S. of Alameda county

ber t© consult a worm doctor at once, and if he removes 
the worms it will cost her $15. If he fails, it will cost 
pothing. ‘ 

“| have followed your suggestions for many months, 
sel find them very helpful.” 

Caution should be exercised in patronizing a “worm 
doctor.” There are many frauds among them. Not 
leag ago two brothers operated in Los Angeles as “worm 
doctors.” doing a large »usiness. They quarreled over 
money matters, and it was shown in court that they had 
a trick of causing worms—or something like worms—to 
appear im the stool, after a patient had been operated 
os. In this way it is an easy thing for any “specialist” 
agree to charge nothing unless he effects a “cure.” 


There is Mo need to go to a s0-called “worm doctor” to] 


gemove the worms, any more than to cure you of con- 
sipation. Various kinds of worms infest the human 
tedy. Children are particularly liable to them. For the 
small worms whic) are found in the rectum, perfect 
@eaniiness, regularity of the bowels, daily enemas of 
mit water, and anointing the anus with sweet oil, are 
the best remedies. Indigestion and constipation are 
the chief causes. 

Tapeworm and the large round worm require. mere 
emergetic measures of treatment. For the first the best 
mmedy Known is the seed of the common pumpkin. 
Take two ounces of fresh seeds, remove the shel!s, and 
Mat them into a paste with an equal quantity of finely 
pulverized white sugar. Add a little milk or water, and 
take at one after fasting twenty-four hours. After 
tree hours take a tablespocnful of castor oil. If this 
does nit dislodge the worm, there probably is; none. 
Many people imagine they have tapeworm when they 
Mave not. For a child, the dose should be about one- 
balf that for ar adult. The fluid extract of the seeds 
fan be obtained at the drug stores, the dose of which is 


balf a fluid ounce. 


For the round worms, wormseed, chenopodium, is one 
of the best remedies. To a child two or three years old 
give half a drachm of the seed in syrup or honey, night 
and miorning, for three or four days in succession. After 
the ‘ast dose, give a teaspoonful of castor. oil. Five or 
ten drops of the oi! may be given with sugar in place 
of the seed. | 

Yet another remedy recommended for worms in adults 

to take, after a fast of twenty-four hours, ten drops 

turpentine on a lump of sugartahd then, a few hours 
Biter. a dose of castor oil. 

After relieving yourself of the worms, take care that 
Jou keep your stomach and bowels iy a clean, healthy 
rondition. so that there may ve no good breeding 
ground for these parasites, 

Female Troubles.

ferred to. 

“After the different diaznoses of her case made by the 
various doctors referred to, to none of them would ! 
care to trust it. 1 am in hopes that local treatment 
and careful dieting, and outdoor exercise may pring her 
around all right. From all I can learn it seems 
that nearly every woman is afflicted more or less, and 
I presume it is to be expecied. This matter of expelling 
these clotted pieces, is, we find, not unusual with 
other women, but I am anxious to secure the best advice 
possible; and would be much obliged if you would state 
whether you would recommend dieting, exercise and 
local treatment for a while, or whether we should at- 
tempt to find some practitioner who is able to cope 
with the case, and will treat us with fairness and hon- 
esty. Of course -We do not expect you to suggest 
the name of any physician. We have been here but a 
few months, and know but few doctors here. She im- 
proves wonderfully after a few weeks’ sojourn at the 


beach, and is practically free from any trouble, is able: 


to baihe regularly in the surf, and remain in the water 
for two or three hours at a time without being weak- 
ened.”’ 

These widely advertised suppositories—usuaily named 
after some flower, with which they have not the remotest 
connection—all act in the way described, and therefore 
must be more or less injurious. They probably condense 
and sofidify the secreiions, but they do not, of course, 
affect the cause of the disease. The correspondent is 
wise in being afraid of the surgeon's knife, which is 
used altogether too freely nowadays. Let his wife also 
avoid local treatments, which usually do more harm 
than good, except where there is some misplacement, and 


even then much good may be done by attention to 


general hygiene. The only local treatment should be 
regular injections, to keep the parts clean. 

Let the woman avoid coffee. That is a very bad thing 
to use in such cases as this. Let her adopt the no- 
breakfast plan, eat moderately of easily-digested food, 
take moderate exercise, and breathe fresh air night and 
day. In this way she wil! soon note an improvement in 
her health.. However, if she particularly wishes to take 
some kind of a treatment, she might try osteopathy, 
which has proved efficacious in similar cases, being sure 
to select a conscientious and experienced practitioner. 

Two or three hours is altogether too long a period to 
remain in the ocean. Twenty minutes would be ample, 
but that may be supplemented by a sun bath of an hour, 
followed by a final dip. let the woman go to the beach 
from time to time—and leave her husband at home. It 
is quite possible that this will do her more good than 
anything else. -

In. regard to the method of taking a sweat bath— 
which is the legitimate inquiry of a correspondent at 
Anaheim—tiiere are several ways, There is the hot-air 
or Turkish bath, the steam or Russian bath, the electrte 
light bath, and the wet pack. Perspiration may also 
be induced by the pepper bath. as heretofore described in 


this department. The hot-air baths should be used with. 


great caution by those who are inclined to weakness of 
the heart. One of the best means of sweating is the 
electric light bath, which produces a profuse perspiration 
more easily, and in jess time than the other baths. 
However, the correspondent would probably not be avic 
to obtain either this or€a Turkish or Russian bath at 
Anaheim. There are now on the market little vapor 
bath cabinets for sale at most of the drug stores, at a 
very moderate price. These can be used at home, taking 
care to sponge off thoroughly with cold salt water before 
dressing. 

The wet pack is another good means of extracting 
moroid matter from the body, and is especially adapted 
to those who are bedridden, or very weak. Place a 
blanket on the beg, Wring a sheet out of tepid water, 
lay the patient on the sheec and quickly cover him 
tightly from neck to feet with the wet sheet, making it 
as tizht as possible, with the arms close to the sides. 
Then cover with al! the blankets and quilts you can get 
together. Keep a wet cloth over the forehead, and give 
the patient al! the soft water he can be got to drink, sip- 
ping it slowly. Leave him in the pack from an hour 
to two hours. He will likely fall into a peaceful slumber. 
Then have a‘tub of tepid water ready—if you have not 
a bathtub near the bed—and on uncovering him rapidly 
sponge off and dry him, putting on fresh clothes. You 
will be astonished to notice what a large amount of 
“matter out of place” comes out of the body in this 
way, even if the patient has been taking ordinary baths 


right along.

Words of Wisdom from Riverside. 


ERE is an interesting communication containing 
some good thougnts, from a valued Riverside corre- 
spondent, J. W. B. 

“I have scribbled open ee contribution to your depart- 
ment. I appreciate it more and more, and I can hardly 
wait when my paper comes before scanning the ‘Care 
of the Body.’ And I am not alone. Here in Riverside 
the leaven is working, slowly, it is true, but I frequently 
hear of one that has adopted the no-breakfast plan, and 
all that persist have but one testimony. It is true in the 
physical as well as intellectual and spiritual life, that 
there are those that run well for a Season, and others 
that are so dominated by their appetite that they would 
prefer to take something by way of the mouth in the 
shape of drugs or patent medicines than to ‘cease to do 
evil and learn to do well.’ I could enumerate many cases 
of benefit did space permit. 

“In your fssue of October 25 you speak of missionary 
work needed and speak of the average breakfast of hot 
cakes, fried beefsteak, fried potatoes, salaratus biscuit 
and muddy coffee, and this the keynote for three heavy 
meals. When you consider that the meal is poorly 
cooked and rich gravy and sweets added and relishes 
in the shape of sauces and-pie, with rich crust, often 
cold and sodden, is it any wonder that people take to 
patent medicines with a large percentage of alcohol to 
tone up and relieve the clogged system, and eventuallye 
finish with the drug doctor? One of these doctors said 
to me confidentiaily that patent medicines were the great. | 
estaidto his practice. Well, what can we do about it? 
There is nothing We can do but to ‘add line upon line and 
precept upon precept, here a little and there a liltle,’ 
impressing upon all the truth, ‘Whatsoever you sow that 
shall ¥e also reap,’ and we must remember that,t is not 
t» the stomact atone we nmiuet look as the source of all 
our ills. Disease is sown in our bodies and the pre- 
natal period is weighty in determining not only our’ 
mental and moral status, but our physical as well. 

“In your issue of October 18 you touched on a vital 
truth too little emphasized. At its close you added: 
‘Thus endeth the first lesson,” and in the last number of 
date November 8 you throw out another broad hint, 
to which too few will give heed, quoting from Health 
Culture, in which the little lady guessed the meaning 
of ‘Jumbo’—elephant—-in the person of an overgrown 
husband. A certain health physician (Dr. James C. 
Jackson) said years ago: ‘I can never look upon the 
bride at the altar but I tremble for her future. I myself 
used to wonder in my younger days why the mother 
so often shed tears when a loved dauthter was given 
away in the keeping of another, and she left the 
parental home. I do so no longer. Household cares, 
improper food, imperfectly prepared, does not explain it 
all.’ Hear what Dr. Helen Goodall Smith says on th’'s 
very topic: ‘When there is one code of morals for the 
husband and submission for the wife, when the majority 
of the race can say wiih the psalmist, “In sin did my 
mother conceive me,” we have born into existence every 
year unwelcome charges, many of whom are so hanii- 
capped from birth that our prisops and asyinms are 
filled. Not until our fathers reverence women and 
respect the individuality of the mother; not until she 
demands purity for purity, and both feel the sacredness 
and holiness of the Creative power, can we expect the 
highest and best.’ Failing this, all talk of our President 
about ‘race suicide’ will be but a meaningless phrase. 
When the child is well born, then let the diet question 
and breath culture, exercise, and other hygienic truths 
be inculcated. 

“We call this the ‘humane era.’ Statistics tell us there 
are two million Christian Endeavorers, a.miilion Ep- 
worth Leaguers, which added to the King's Daughters, 
the Y.M.C.A.’s and W.C.T.U.'s, or White Ribboners, 
make a mighty force for the moral uplift of humanity. 
But when we think of the nervous wrecks, and those that 
die in their prime from viclation of the prima! law of 
their being, we!l may we pause and reflect whether with 
all our boasted civilization, our common schools, colleges 
- and church spiras pointing heavenward, there are not 
many things to be taught, not in the average college 
curriculum, nor voiced from the rostrum and the pulpit. 
Our average physicians, through their boards of health, 
may preach sanitation and cleanliness and ventilation, 
but I am afraid many of them are sadly derelict on 
personal hygiene, and fail to instruct their patients, even 
if they live up to re laws of health in their ow} 
bodies. 

“There has been a great advance in the matter of 
bathing, and I personally think with Dr. Dewey we 
have swung to the other extreme. I rather coincide with 
the author of ‘Perfect Health’ that instead of a twenty 
minutes’ bath and two minutes’ rub it would be 
better reversed, and a dry rub with a crash towel or 
brush would often suffice, with an occasional oil in- 
unction.”

Why this should be so is' not clear, and the hygienist 
referred to cannot explain it, except on the theory that 
watermelon, being so easily subject to fermentation— 
as may be seen from the effects of leaving a pi-cc> of 
melon in the sun—may readily, if not at once dizested, 
set up a dangerous fermentation in the stomach, which 
would cause acidity, and so increase the formation of 
uric acid, which is the main cause of rheumatism.

Remedies for the Drinking Habit. 


T the recent national convention of the W. C. T. U. 
that organization very properly issued the following 
statement: 

“We caution the public against accepting any medi- 
cines advertised as ‘white ribbon remedies,’ as the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union does not manu‘acture, 
sell, or indorse any medicine.” 

One possible way for a person to quit the habit of in- 
dulging too largely in alcoholic beverages, if he is wil- 
ling, is for him to cease eating food that impels him to 
the use of alcohol, including meat. As The Times has 
frequently stated, meat and alcohol are complementary. 
Meat is not only highly stimulating, but it contains an 
excess of nitrogenous miatrerial, calling for a balance 
wheel, in the shape of a concentrated carbon, which is 
found in alcoholic liquors. Of course, one could find the 
same kind of a balance in vegetables and fruits, but most 
people don't. 

For the person who really wishes sincerely to endeivor 
to wean himself of the drink habit, let him follow tis 
prescription. 
strictly vegetarian diet, li.’ ng mainly on fruits, nuts and 
watery vegetables, with a litle pulse—peas, beans and 
lentils—and whole-meal bread, to furnish the necessary 
protein. 

Any person knows that with a meal of vegetables and 
fruits there is little desire for alcohol, but take a biz 
dinner, with all kinds of meats. and sauces, and spices, 
and anybody who is accustomed to it feels a craving for 
some kind of a drink. Also, eat freely of oranges in sea- 
son. This is an excellent antidote to alcohol. 

In additidn to the above, take twice a week a thor- 
ough sweat—either a Turkish bath, or an electric bath, 
or a wet pack, or something of that kind—so as to re- 
move from the system the last traces of the alcohol that 
lurk there. Let the W.C.T.U. take this matter up.

therities. Longer | could not sta¥: even as it was an 
eiiempt Was made to force mé¢ to leave at once, but a 
sick horse proved an insurmountabie obstacle. Originally 
I ttended to go to Tirnovo, through the heart of the 
devastated country, but in the face of such opposition it 
was impossible. The evening before | left | was arrested 
by soldiers while strolling on the fringe-of the town, and 
kept an hour standing in the road, threatened by a 
soldier with his rifle whenever I moved. But it is not of 
these things that 1 wish to write. 

Before commencing my list of atrocities, however, | 
wish to state emphatically that as in every case my 
informants were Greg$ks or Turks of a more humane 
eharaciter.-there can be no question of biased stories, 
end that “the balance of criminality” no more exists in 
this unhappy vilayet than it did at Monastir. Even the 
rabid Bulgarphobes could quote no instance of wanton 
cruelty on the part of the Comitajis. nor the name of a 
single viliate, Turkish not excepted, burnt by the bands. 
if i do not always quote my informant, which I could 
do in every case, it is (or obvious reasons; but I’hold the 
proofs in many cases in my possession, 

From a Turkish Prisen. 

To commence with. I will take a few extracts from a 
letter of a Comitaji now imprisoned at Adrianople. | 
read the original myself—a dirty scrap of paper, folded 
into the smaiiest possible shape, and smuegi!ed in a 
plate of feod remnants on: of the prison. It is dated 
September 16, old atyle (29th new style: ) 

“The militafy tribunal has been abolished and a new 
one has been instituted in its place. lt passes sentences 
in secret, and there are no witnesses, So far it has 
condemned thirty-six persons, sixteen of them to fifteen 
years’ deportation. and the remaining twelity to death, or 
to 101 years’ hard labor. No good can be expected from 
@ thoroughly fanatical] tribunal whose motto is ‘Ghiaoura 
izat etmek selapter’ (It is a good work to oppress the 
unbeliever.’) 

“after sentence the prisoners are shut up in dark 
_ celts, without windows, into which they are packed like 
sardines. From these holes they are taken for ten min- 
wuies in the fresh air onee in twenty-four hours. Many 
are already prostrated from tortures undergone, and 
from the filth and misery, and are left without medical 
assistance. The writer of these lines was ill and taken 
befor the doctor, Socrot Effendi. 

““What is your nationality?’ 

“ ‘Bulgarian.’ 

“ “Poison, poison for you, the Sultan's enemy. Osko!’ 
i“Get ou.” in Greek.) 


“Buch was the medical heip J oftained. It is a pitiful: 


tisht. If you could see the poor skeletons of peasants, 
Starving, naked, sitting the whole day with eyes fixed 
and heads bowed on ther breasts; how qnietly their 
lives are passing awey! The long, weary day passes, 
only to oe succeeded by the twice wofse night. It is 
werse than the Turkish torture. 
not Thou look down upon the ‘raya’ [Turkish name for 
Christian subject and sheep alike] to see to what a 
condition he has been reduced? But let them -torture us. 
brutal Turkey may kill us, )ut the oppressed slawe will 
net oe annihilated’ by the killing of few hundreds. 
We are soon to be deported to a distant land, living 
tombs, such as St. Jean d’Acre, Podroum and Diarbekir. 
But we do not fear; from the day we consecrated our 
lives to the holy cause, from the day on which we kissed 
the holy revolver and the twice holy dagger {the cere- 
mony on joining the insurrection party,] we have ever 
been ready to die for the cause,’ — 
_ Then follows the list of the thirty-six condemned 
men, With details. 


Cartloads of Victims. 


Some weeks ago I wrote of the horrors of the Turkish 
prison at Monastir, as told me by a victim, where Hilmi 
Pasha assured me that the prisoners “‘were very com- 
fortable.” 

There was a certain Christian policeman, a Greek, and 
also one of ihe victims of the reforms which force a 
certain percentage of unhappy Christians to serve with 
brutal Mohammedan comrades, told off to watch me. 

Poor fellow, he broke down utterly while talking to 
me. I will select one of his stories, . 

On duty one day he saw several cartloads of prison- 
ers being brought in by soldiers. The men were cruelly 

~bound by ropes, and continually beaten by the soldiers. 
One victim had sunk tothe bottom of the cart, and a 
soidier was crinding and stamping his booted heel on 
the poor wretch’s manacled hands. The man was dying, 
and. the policeman recognized in him a Greek whom he 
kiiew. “Let the man alone: don't you see he is dying,. 
and can't get up?” : 

“What, art thou a Giaour, too?” retorted the soldier. 
“Wait till Iam finished and then thy turn will come.” 

The policeman assured me that he was firmly con- 
vinced of his impending journey “into the other world.”

GIRLS FOR THE TRADE. 

Those who have been quietly carry- 
ing on tnvestigations in Los Angeles 
say that the public would be horrified 
were the true facts made known ir re- 
gard to the business of procuring girls 
for immoral purposes. It is claimed 
that developments Since the beginning 
of the anti-crib crusade show that this 
city is. one of the Wwickedest places in 
the Southwest for the damnable traffic, 
and that there is a regular system in 
operation here, with procurers acting 
as agents at Various cities of the Mia- 
dle West. 

It is the Intention of the purity cru- 
saders to get evidence in such s.apé 
that the picture of this whole system 
can be presented to the courts, and 
they have already secured some start- 
ling facts regarding the workof pro- 
curers here. 

For obvious reasons the mfiterial se- 
cured is not made public bj} cTru- 
saders. but it is known that they have 
located on Broadway the headquarters 
of the traffickers in numan flesh, and 
to which young girls have been totlea 
from various cities of the United 
States, under the guise of securing lor 
them employment as secretaries, com- 
panions, cath‘ers, ete. 

This establishment has its agents at 
work in several of the larger cities or 
the South and West, and its cards are 
sent out on railroad trains to be given 
to girls traveling uaione. 

Representing itself as a pleasant and 
respectable. headquarters for strange 
girls who have come to the city ana 
find themselves without any _permanent 
home, this den of iniquity has. swal- 
lowed. up the unsophisticated and has 
added recruits for the life of shame in 
the Alameda-streeéet district. 

It is known that for the month of 
October alone the receipts of this mod- 
est and unpretentious establishment 
were over $1600; and that even unsus- 
pecting people have aided the 
damnable work by recommending girts 
to the place. Not long ago a girl ar- 
rived there from New Orleans with @ 
letter of introduction from the Mayor 
of that city, who doubtless was acting 
in perfect good .aith and thought he 
was giving the young lady some assist- 
ance. 

Other coneerns of this character are 
located on Main and New High streets 
and are under the close survelilance or 
the crusaders. These instituffons are 
supplying to the Alameda-street dis- 
trict a constant contribution of girls, 
and it is said they are sent out from 
here to other cities along the Coast, 
even as far as British Columbia. 

SOME WOULD REFORM. 

The “Door of Hope,” the new rescue 
home located over in East Los An- 
geles, has receieved several of the girs 
who would escape the life of shame, 
and the workers In the red-light dis- 
trict say they find that many of the 
girls would escape rfom the cribs were 
they sure that «a Way would be open 
to theni to make an honest living. 
They say there have been some nota- 
ble and striking cases of reformation 
of girls plucked as brands from the 
burning. | 

Distasteful as this work is to a min- 
ister of the (708pel, the Rev. Mr. 
Phillips says he has decided that if

Man Claiming to be Her Husband

“insane” ward of the County, Hospital!

Cox. to the jailer at the Police Station 
after much questioning. She sajd that 
she had been working for three weeks 
in a hotel in Pasadena and that her 
folks and children live in Denver. 

‘But now she knows only the one very 
which is wrenched from the depths of 
her heart, “Oh, I loved him so! Why 
did he do it?” 

Friday night a man called ut the Po- 
lice Station looking for his missing. 
wife. He was given a description of 
the woman and then exclaimed, 
“Thank God, I have found her at 
last!’ He said he and his wife had 
not been Living together for some 
time. 

But, though appearing so very thank- 
ful that he had found his wife at-iest, 
he has made no effort—to see her at 
the County Hospital. 

Has the wo:nan for love of the man 
that left her, deserted her children in 
Denver to follow -him here in her 
mania? It looks that way; her men. 
ner and vagrant words convey the 
tragic message of a broken home, hope 
gone, love desolated. 

The husband, if he is such, {s an er- 
dinary-looking man (far below the 
woman in every respect. He has been 
living in the city for some time, but 
had little to say about himself or his 
connection with the women. 

There is little doubt that Mary Cox 
belongs to some good family in Den- 
ver and that, in her crazed condition, 
she left her little ones and came to 
Pasadena. Three weeks of lucidity 
followed there and then the trowble 
that makes her cry, “Oh, I love him 
so!’ came back. She was impelled 
forward again in the pitiful search for 
her one-time husband, who thanks 
God that he has found her and is evi- 
dently satisfied to kviow that she Jies 
strapped to a cot in a cell set apart 


for the insane, without wishing to be

Ranchez Mateyn Cuts Threat 
When Arresied. 


Prominent Covinan Charged with 
Criminai Assault, 


Women Ace's? Him of Al- 
iack.ng Them — Hovering 
Between Li e and Deaih.

COV, Nov. 28.—[Execlusive Dis- 
patch. s Matney, assed 38, a 
well-know cher and man of fam- 


ily, residing on“ énita avenue, one 
mile north of town, made a desperace 
attempt tocomimit suicide at home at 1 
o'clock this afternoon. He cut his 
throat from ear to ear with a razor. 

Matney had been just placed under 
arrest by Constable VanVilet, charged 
with attempting to criminally assault 
Mrs. W. H. Dearheng, who lives wita 
her husband close to the Matney home. 
At the suggestion of the District-A:- 
torney to whom Mr. Dearheng report2i 
the outrage yesterday, Mrs. Dearheng 
Swore to the complaint before Jusiic. 
C. F. Parker of this place this morn- 
ing. The warrant was placed in th: 
hands of Constable VanVliet, who, 
with his deputy, A. T. Sigsted, at once 
went to the Matney residence. The 
officers found that Matney had gone t> 
Glendora, so they followed and placed 
him under arrest there without diffi- 
culty. 

Returning, the prisoner asked per- 
mission to be ailowed to change his 
clothing, and the men drove to his 
house for that purpose. Leaving the 
deputy to hold the horse, Van Vliet uc- 
companied his prisoner into the bed- 
room. Matney took off his clothes, 
even to his.shirt, and opened his trunk. 
In the top of the trunk lay a razo-, 
which he took up and opened, unseen 
by the constable. Then he shouted, 
“Good-by all,” and facing about 
slashed the razor across his throat oe- 
fore the surprised constable, who was 
within eight feet of him could prevent 
it. Matney immediately sank into ua- 
consciousness from loss of biood 

Without waiting to put any clothing 
on him, the officers placed the naked 
and apparently lifeless man into the 
buggy and drove on the dead run to 
the offices of Drs. Reed and Jennings, 
and this prompt action saved him from 
bleeding to death. Ten stitches were 
taken In the terrible wound. .

It is as plain as any- 
thing can be, from the accounts of 
crime and disorder that have come 
from the district infected by the strike 
virus, that the presence of the troops 
is very Much needed, in order that life 
and property may be protected. It is 


the duty of the State, under its Con- |” 


stitution, to give the very protection 
which the Governor is giving in send- 
ing treops to the region affected. It 
is the duty of Gov. Wells, as the chief 
executive officer of the State, to see 
that the State troops are sent where 
they are needed, and kept there so long 
as they are needed. The Governor 
Probably understands his duty almost 
or quite as well as Kelliher or any 
other- “organizer” can tell it to him. 
If he is a man with proper self-respect, 
and in every way fit to be the Governor 
of'a sovereign State, he has probably 
seen to it ere this that Kelliher was 
shown the door about as soon as he put 
in an appearance at the office of the 
Governor. 

Another dispatch from the strike-in- 


‘fected region of Utah, of the same date 


as that telling of the piigrimage of 
Kelliher—a special to the Desere: News 
from Schofieid—tells of an attempt that 
was made on Thursday, by a number of 
striking Italian and Finnish coal miners, 
“to roll a box car down the railroad 
tracks leading through a‘ deep cafion 
through which a party of railroad and 
mine officials were coming.”’ The dis- 
patch adds that the attempt “was pre- 
vented by the militia, and a number 
of arrests were made.” 

This attempt of the striking miners 
to exercise their ‘‘rights’’ was proba- 
bly the gravamen of Organizer Kelli- 
her’s grievance. against the State mili- 
tia. The Kelliher idea, no doubt, is 
that the strikers had an indefeasible 
right to roll the box car down through 
the cafion and crush out the lives of 
the railroad and mine officials who 
were coming up through the cafion. 
Very likely his appeal to the Governor 
will recite that, whereas, the striking 
miners were engaged in the peaceful 
exercise of their right to kill any per- 
sons who incur their displeasure; and 
whereas, the military myrmidons of the 
State grievously interfered with this 
sacred right; therefore be ft resolved, 
etc., that the said myrmidons be with- 
drawn from the region affected by the 
strike, in order that the said striking 
miners may be at full liberty to pursue 
their work of slaughter unmolested and 
unafraid. This may not be the exact 
form which the Keliher appeal wil! 
take, but it is precisely what it will 
mean. It will require no Daniel to 
interpret the Kelliher message, and the 
Governor of Utah will probably not be 
compelled to call in an expert for that 
purpose, 

The idea which Kelliher evidently hae 
as to the rights of strikers and the 
duty of the militia !s by no means con- 
Jned to that Individual nor to Ais fol- 
lowers in the State of Utah. The same 
idea is extant among other strikers and 
other “organizers.” It is an idea, how- 
ever, Which will hardly secure in- 
dorsement from the great body of the 
American people, who are going up 
the cafion. 


STRENUOUS PROPOSITION. 


Our esteemed cotemporary, the 
Paris Herald, of Paris, France, has 
Suggested that there should be com- 


bined maneuvers between the British 
and American fleets in West Indian 
waters during the coming rendezvous 
of those fleets in the waters named. 
The suggestion appears to be meeting 
with at least some favorable consider- 
ation in Great Britain. The London 
correspondent of the New York Heraid 
quotes Archibald 8S. Hurd, an author 
of note in naval literature, as sayiig 
that the proposal is an excellent one. 
“If the suggested maneuvers could be 
arranged between British and Ameri- 
can naval authorities,” Mr. Hurd is 
quoted as saying, “it is certain they 
would arouse the widest possible inter- 
est on this side of the Atlantic, and 
their progress would be watched with 
an amount of excitement which would 
even exceed that which was evinced in 
Sir Thomas Lipton’s first attempt to 
lift the cup.” Mr. Hurd went on 4o. 
say that. both the officers and men of 
the British ®hips would enter into the 
contest with great zest, as officers and 
men alike are keen sportsmen. “Brit- 
ish sallors,”"’ he added, “have a very 
sincere admiration for the navy of the 
United States, and | believe such joint 
maneuvers would be productive oniy 
of good. We on this side realize that 
the American fleet is certain to be a 
great naval force in the world, in the 
near future, second only to that of 
(great Britain.” 

As to whether the American navy of 
the future will be second to the navy 
of Great Britain, or superior to it, ts 
perhaps a question which it is not nec- 
essary to discuss at this time, Noth-

ing could be more certain than that the 
Proposed maneuvers, should they come 
of, would be entered into with much 
both sides. There might be 
some danger, indeed, that the zest 
would merge into an excess of enthus- 
lasm which would make the contests 
altogether too real to be comfortable. 

For this reason, and for other rea- 
sons Which need not be enumerated, 
but which will readily suggest thein- 
selves to Intelligent persons, who give 
a little thought to the matter, it does 
not appear likely ihat the suggested 
maneuvers will come off. It is not in 
the least inconceivable that something 
might happen, if an attempt were made 


to “pull off" a great international event 
such as ‘that suggested, which. would 
cause ill-feeling between the United 


States and Great Britain, even if noth- 
ing more serious than ill-feeling were 
engendered. These two great’ netions 
are now on a most friendly footing, 
and it would be little less than a ca- 
lamity to the world if for any cause 
that friendly feeling were to be inter- 
rupted or destroyed. 


It may seem rather hypercritical and}. 


pessimistic to intimate that a friendiy 
international naval contest would not 
be a safe enterprise as betwéen two 
nations on such friendly tefms as sub- 
-sist between Great . Britain 
United States. But the very fact that 
existing relations are so cordial, is a 
strong reason why these relations 
should not be endangered by any act 
not necessary to the welfare of either 
nation. The joint maneuvers suggested 
would unquestionably be of the keenest 
interest to the people of both nations, 
no less than to those who would par- 
ticipate in them, on both sides. 
the danger that they would become too 
strenuous for absolute safety will prob- 
ably prevent the realization of the sug- 
gestion. 


ELLING VOTES NOT A CRIME. 


The statesmanilike legislators of the 


old Bay State seem to have got things: 


into a queer tangle in their juggling 
with some of the lawsof that common- 


wealth. A dispatch from Boston an- 
nounces that the full bench of the 
Massachusetts Supreme Court has 


made an astonishing discovery to the 
effect that it is no longer a crime fora 
man to sell his vote in that State. “The 


explanation is found in the fact,” says 


the dispatch, “that the last Legislature, 
in adopting the new election law, re- 
pealed a number of specia. laws, 
among them one making vote selling a 
crime.” The case upon which this de- 
cision was based was a suit .or slan- 
der brought by Andrew P. Doyle 
against Frank R. Kirby, the alleged 
-siander consisting of an alleged state- 
ment by Kirby to the effect that Doyle 
had sold his vote. The Supreme Court 
held that there was no slander, ‘be- 
cause, since selling a vote is not an of- 
fense, there is no offense in accusing a 
man of doing so.” 

That this interpretation of the law ts 
If the law 
does not regard the gelling of a vote 
as an offense, there could be no offense 
in declaring that a man had sold Dis 
vote. But what-of the law itself? It 
seems hardly creuible that the Massa- 
chusetts solans could have been guilty 
of such inexcusable stupidity as to 
have unintentionally repealed all pro- 
hibitory laws making so grave an of- 
fense against good morals legally per- 
missible. The idea that the repeai of 
penal and restrictive legislation on this 
subject was brought about by deliber- 
ate intent seems equally inadmissible. 
But the cold fact remains as stated, 
that it is no longer an olense against 
the law in Massachusetts to sell one’s 
yote for a cash or other consideration. 

The Massachusetts Legislature wil! 
no doubt hasten to put up the bars so 
unwisely, if inadvertently, let down In 
the face of one of the most serious 
misdeeds tn the category of civic of- 
fenses. In the meantime, the State of 
Massachusetts will naturally be re- 
garded by’ those patriots who have 
votes to sell as a pretty good section 
to emigrate to.

HAT ATTORNEY SAYS 
ABOUT HAYS CASE. 


COURSE OF ACTION NOT YET DE- 
CIDED UPON. 


No Complaint Has Been Prepared and 
Hay’s Counsel Have Not Advised Him 
How to Steer—Hays Was Not Prom- 
ised Anything, 


There are no new developments of 
any definiteness in the case of eX- 
Cashier Hays of Riverside and the 
Salt Lake road. As préviousiy stated 
Ha¥s has retained E. A. Meserve, Esq., 
and J. S. Chapman, Esq., of this city 
to defend him and his |Riverside at- 
torney, W. A. Purington will take part 
‘im any legal proceedings to which 
Hays Is a party. The Riverside at- 
torney was in the City yesterday and 
spent several hours in close consulta- 
tion with Messrs. Hays and Meserve, 
and it is probable that the report that 
Hays intends to take the initiative 
and sue the Salt Lake road for dam- 
ages originated from the fact that such 
a consultation was held. Mr. Meserye 
was asked last night whether such 
suit would be filed by Hays and said: 

“It is true that Judge Chapman and 
myself have been retaine@ by Mr, 
Hays and that we will with the as- 
sistance of Mr. Purington look after 
his interests. As yet We are actin 
simply in an advisory capacity an 
we can not say, even {if we desired, 
whether any suit tll be brought by 
Mr. Hays against anybody. We are 
now engaged in looking Over the 
ground thoroughly and when we have 
become familiar with the Yase, we will 
know what to advise Mr. Hays; but 
as yet no steps have been taken. It 
is not true that any complaint has 
been prepared. The work we have 
been doing for him has net proceeded 
far enough for us to know just what 
will be done and we therefore could 
not announce what our courge would 
be even if we desired to make any 
announcement. We will look after any 
legal matters to which Mr. Hays may 
be a partys ut further than that there 
Is nothing can he said.” 

Hays h been credited with the 
statement,that the reason for his pres- 
ent attitude in not keeping his part 
of the agreement which he signed on 
November i24, confessing his crooked 
land transactions, is because the offi- 
Cilals of the company had agreed to 
keep the matter a secret and they 
have made {it public. His friends are 
also saying that Hays was promised 
Immunity from criminal prosecution. 
The railroad officials deny both state- 
ments. They assert that there was 
no agreement “ar Secrecy. Hays re- 
quested Messrs. Gibbon and Clark to 
“square’’s him with the board of di- 
rectors of the Orange Growers Na- 
tional Bank after he had confessed to 
Gibbon and Clark that he had heen 
false to the trust reposed in him. No 
promises were made to him, however, 
the menibers of the bank directorate 
having previously been informed of 
Hays’s tricks. 

After Hays had signed his confes- 
sion and while it was in the hands of 
Attorney Peck of Riverside, he is said 
to have returned to Mr. Peck and de- 
manded that a clause tnserted 
promising that no criminal action 
would be begun against him. Mr. 
Peck’s reply to this request was to 
tell Hays that he had no authority 
to give him any such promise and if 
he wished to secure {t he must apply 
to either Mr. Clark or Mr. Gibbon. 
Na promise was ‘made to him that he 
will not be criminally prosecuted.

Waterproofing Roads. 


Automobile owners and the driving 
public as well will watch with intense 
an experiment made at Westfield, N. 
J., in the use of tar sprinkled over a 
macadamized roadbed to abolish those 
twin nuisances, dust and mud. 

In France this scheme has been trieu, 
it is said, for some time, with much 
satisfaction to the automobilist. The 
plan is simple. The surface of the ma- 
cadamized road is cleared of dust and 
loose materfal. Then boiling tar ts 
sprinkled over the road lightly, and 
the screenings put back and rolled. 
The tar sinks into the hard bed, bind- 
ing the stone anew and forming a new 
fac on top. It ts claimed that it also 
waterproofs the roadbed and also adds 
life ot it. 

Macadamized roads turn into dust 
and blow away. Ruts are formed by 
constant wear in soft spots, and when 
it rains a pasty mud collects that is 
just as objectionable as is the dust. 
The tar sprinkling Is tinteded to do 
away with all this, 

In the experiment a plece of an or- 
dinary country road, sixteen feet wide, 
just outside Westfield, N. J., was taken. 
Two sections, about 1000 feet long, were 
used. On one the tar was run over the 
roadbed with the dust and screenings 
just as they lay. On the other the road 
was swept to the hard surface and 
then the tar was applied. In both in- 
stances the results seemed to meet 
with the approval of the roadmaking-. 
experts present. 

The tar wes. put on in a very crude 
fashion by hand from a big watering 
can. It had penetrated nearly an inch 
after being @n the road only three 
hours, and in'a short time after it was 
laid there was no trackli on it, and 
it did not splatter on wheels driven 


over it.

‘yacht race in 1904, on account of his 


ill health, and has substituted for it 
the offer of a cup to be raced for in 
1905. 

The Emperor, through his representa- 
tive, cabled his decision to the Amer- 
ican Yachtsman today, with his rea- 
sons for the change. These are that the 
prolonged period of the Emperor's re- 
covery, and the consequent accumu- 
lation of official -business, have pre- 
vented him from receiving his advisers 
to arrange for the details for the trans- 
Atiantic face, until it was too late for 
the designers and builders to have new 
yachts ready for a contest in the 
spring of 1904. 

The Associated Press is informed that 
the Emperor greatly regrets that a 
delay of several weeks has been caused 
by his indisposition, and resulting in- 
ability to discuss the particulars of the 
race. He designs to renew his pro- 
posals in detailed form early in the fall 
of 1904, in time to build and try new 
boats. The Emperor hopes this sus- 
pelision of his offer will have the ap- 


boats in Europe and make the sug- 
gested 1904 race, so the Emperor de- 
cided to postpone offering his «up for 
a trans-Atlantic race, until 1905.

Bicas Are Better in the East, so 
More Prized For the 
Ep-cure’s Use. 


To a Southern California shooter 
who is used to. considering a wild 
goose very much in the light Of a rar- 
ity, the magnificent sport accorded 
hunters who pursued them in days 
gone by when the flight was at its best 
in the Dakotas, or the hundred bags 
not infrequently recorded at even the 
present~ day in the northern part of 
thig State, will seem marvelous; ii not 
incredible. 

Yet it is no uncommon thing for 
hunters to load a wagon with white 
speckle-bellied and Canada geese in a 
day's shooting on some of the vast San 
Joaquin Valley wheat fields almost auy 
day in winter. In fact wild geese are 
s0 common in that section ‘that they 
are considered a nuisance, and in some 
cases hunters are hired to keep 
them moving, else they would settle 
upon the flelds and work serious dam- 
age in a night. It was this abundance, 
and the undeniable harm the geese 
work that has kept 
game law thus far. As a table propo- 
sition the California geese as a rule do 
not amount to much, being very often 
lean, tough and dry, with no such 
flavor as the same birds have after 
two months’ feeding upon the inland 
wheat prairies of the Dakotas. There 
even the little white snow geese are 
fairly well flavored, while a young 
hohker, brant or  speckie-be.iiea 
“wavy was a dish fit for any king's 
table. 

Goose shooting in the, San Joaquin 
is too easy a game to be called real 
sport, though an experience with it is 
well worth a hunter's time, just for the 
sake of reversing all his previously- 
formed ideas about the birds, if for 
nothing else. An ordinary shot can 
kill the bie birds literally in hundreds 
on favorable days, while in the Da- 
kotas at their best a bag of fifty or 
sixty Canadas for two men was a ban- 
ner morning’s shoot.

Loath 
to leave the luscious good living left by 
the harvesters, fat as butter and so 
densely feathered that not cold but 
only lack of water drives them south 
in the coldest winters, the geese, and 
particularly the big Canadas, may then 
be seen on the wheat fields, or wing- 
ing their arrow-headed flight across 
the most direct lines between the river 
or lake where they water, and bask in 
the sun at midday, and the big feeding 
grounds. Every day at the same hour 
and nearly the same minute the big 
birds move up from their roosts on the 
sand flats of the rivers or lakes, and 
fly to the grain fields, remaining there 
from daylight until their craws are full 
of grain, perhaps two hours later, and 
then returning to the water again. In 
the afternoon about 4 o'clock the even- 
ing movement begins, but it is with the 
morning flight that most goose hunters 
deal by preference.

CALIFORNIA NOT THE ONLY PLACE 
FOR ROD-AND-REEL MEN. 


Splendid Game Fishes Abound on 
- Texas and Florida Coasts—Clubs of 
South, and Some Varieties They Take 
at Times.

a dozen different varieties which take 
the plage of the yellowtail; the big gulf 
jewfish, or ‘“‘warsaw,” as he is called in 
Florida, gives play to those who care 
for the heaviest kind of heavy fishing, 
while the game, silvery, leaping tarpon 
takes the place of the Cataiina tuna; 
does not quite fill it according to some: 
js a better, gamer fish ‘according to 
others. Of the smalier fry there are 
the jackfish, similar to California yel- 
lowtail; bonita, albacore, Spanish or 
Coast fishes; a species of giant barra- 
too big to take on rod «nd yreel, being 
cuda—an anomaly, for it is sometimes 
known to attain a length 0’ twelve 
feet—and all manner of croakers snap- 
pers, sea trout and similar inshore fish, 
obtainable by casting from the sandy 
beaches that form the islands u one 
of which Galveston, Texas, is situated. 

Every winter hundreds, - perhaps 
thousands, of wealthy Northern sporis- 
men regort to every one of the Gulf 
States for a few months of rare sport 
with rod and reel, and with the shot- 
gun. While the winter is not the best 
season for most kinds of fishing on th 
Gulf Coast, there is always enough o

With scales the 
size of a dinner plate, a long, muscular 
body, big bright eye and huge fins, the 
ed looks every inch the fighter that 
he A member of the herring tribe, 
he has few of the tricks of his smalier 
relatives, and bites In an entirely dif- 
ferent manner from any of them, taking 
the bdit on the bottom and very slowly 
swimming maybe a hundred feet with 
it before he has swallowed the mullet 
which is generally attached to the hook 
as a lure. Owing to the delicacy of 
thelr membranous mouths, tarpon tear 
loose unless hooked deeply, and for 
that reason fishermen usually let them 
have a great deal of Hne at the start, 
and never strike until the fish beging to 
ing clear of the water in a flash of 
green and silver, shaking their heads 
desperately, and conducting themselves 
in a flendish manner that is positively 
electrifying to the angler. -They do not 
sulk much as a rule, and usually never 
quit kicking until in the boat. One 
can fight a big one as long as a tuna; 
the fish weigh about the same, but be- 
have differently on the hook. 

All along the Texas and Florida coast, 
resorts are maintained for tarpon 
anglers, and taany clubs have been 
formed, one of the most famous being 
the one which occupies a’ handsome 
house at Arkansas Pass, in Texas, a 
famous tarpon ground. There every 
tarpon season many wealthy fishermen 
from Galveston, New Orleans, Mobile 
and other Southern cities congregate

SECRETARY DRISCOLL TALKS OF 
HIS LICENSING SCHEME. 

Coming Season Expected to Prove a 

- Banner One in California Pony Racing. 

A Set of Pony Rules Drafted for Use 

of California Association. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

SANTA BARBARA, Nov. 38,--The 
greatest polo and pony racing season 
Califernia has ever seen is almost at 
hand, according to T. A. Driscoll, sec- 
retary of the California Polo and Pony 
Racing Association, who was in Santa 
Barbara this week conferring with. 
local stick and ball devotees. 

Mr. Driscoll at the expense of much 
time ‘and labor has practicaNy com- 
pleted the drafting of a set of rules 
which will raise the sport to a syste- 
matic footing, from the happy-fKo- 
lucky game it has thus far been in 
the State. He outlined the new rules 
as follows in the course of an extend- 
ed and interesting interview: 

“We have availed ourselves of Tom 
Williams racing tibrary and have 
gone very thoroughly into the subject 
of pony racing rules, picking out what 
seemed best in both amateur and pro- 
fessional associations, and have draft- 
ed a set of racing rules from these. 

“A feature of the new association 
will be the method licensing alli riders, 
both amateur and profersional, book- 
makers, tral , etc. In this way we 
hope to keep the game clear of ringers 
and undesirable persons generally. The 
term gentle 
riders are often put up at the last

ALMOST GONE. 


Hunting the Mcuntian Sheep 
in Cajiforna. 


‘Bleak Desert Funeral R.nge the 
of th: Bands.

Few indeed are the genuine, moun- 
tain sheep remaining in North Amer- 
ica, AM VPA Pr their center of abun- 
dancey® ‘tad “Jackson Hole country in 
Ws) ping. -eagh. year finds their num- 
bert if not fewer, at least no greater 
thar t/e year before. In the Kootenay 
district and in Southeastern Alaska, 
returnipge hunters report. an increas- 
ing rate ef decrease im their ranks 
each season.» . 

Never 4° widely-distributed animal, 
even before the white hunter came, 
the days of the mountain sheep secm 
numbered. Federal law to sone extent 
protects them.now. A goo}, mountain 
shee» head is as hard to get at any 
reasonable fisure as is that of a buf- 
falo. 

Knowing these facts, no. one was 
more surprised than the writer, when 
on a recent trip through the desert, 
to learn of the presence of several 
bands of these animals in an appar- 
ently Darren and? lifeless range of lava- 
cove. J mountains. A traveler who 
spent more time in studying the life 
of this region has this to say of the 
sheep and their range: 

“The Funera) Mountains that rise on 
the east side of the valley (Death Val- 
ley) seem to be quite destitute of ver- 
dure, when seen from the valley. Nev- 
ertheless, if one will climb to. the 
higher altitudes he wil! find water in 
natural tanks, a few springs, and in 
places a considerable amount of bunch 
gtass. It id a volcanic region, but the 
lavas have partly decomposed, There 
are, moreover, many strata that were 
plainly deposited by water before 
some giant convulsion t w them up. 
Bunch-grass is spreading. the Arabs 
say, with wonderful rapidity. 

“Nourished by the grass, mountain 
sheep have been found there in consid- 
erable fiumbers. Indeed, during one 
month. the Indians killed thir- 
ty sheep on the peaks just to the north 
of Furnace Creek. 


“The sporting reader who has no 
sheep head among his trophies can 
probably get one in the Funeral range 
as readily and wtih eas little distom- 
fort as he can anywhere if he will go 
tin October or -‘November.- There is 
probably but one piace where he would 
be as Iikelv to get a head at all as 
he would be here, and that is in the 
Sawtooth range in Idaho. .. With 
the aid of a white guide and two or 
three Indians, a man in the F sneral 
Mountains could get plenty of run:. ‘¢ 
shots within moderate range, and no 
sportsman could ask for anything bet- 
ter than that.”’ 

LIKE SCARED MICE.

Of this defect both Indie. «na 
white huners are quignk to take ad- 
vantage, and numbers of the sheep are 
thus killed by strategy which ordi- 
nary means of stalking could not cir- 
cumvent. ‘The work is by no means 
easy, and’ even to-get sight of the 
rare game is difficult and requires pa- 
tience, strategy and endurance. Since 
shooting these sheep is prohibited save 
under special permit and then only for 
acientific purpose, the best weapon ts 
a pair of good operaglasses ot a cam- 


era. | 
INDIAN HUNTERS, 

The Indians of that region hurt there 
(or did @ few years ago) by building 
stone “blinds! or hiding places along 
their known traiis in which the best 
marksmen are, concealed. The rest of 
the party then go to the top of the 
range and drive the animals down. If 
not worried too niuch the sheep always 
take the beaten trails instead of risk- 
ing the long jumps which they make 
when suddenly surprised and thus pass 
within easy distance of the concealed 
Piutes. An amusg scare once grew 
out of this. Several water-hole prcs- 
peciors traveling through the moun- 
tains noticed the rude hiding 
bullt by the Indians and spread the ru- 
mor that an uprising of the tribesiren 
was imminent. For months not a 
prospectot dared go near the Funeral 
Mountains and meanwhile the Piutes 
feasted on wild mutton and wondered 
why the .palefaces came no snore to 
} dig in their crazy way among the lava- 
covered hills. Finally the scare died 
down and the prospectors, returning to 
their old fields, brought out several 
fine heads.. There was talk of prose- 
euting .the Indians, but, hothing was 
ever done about the tter, so far 
from civilization lies this lonely land. 

AFTER THE BIG-HORN. 

Few people know of the presence of 
these farge mountain sheep and those 
wh») @6 are very chary about dcissemi- 
‘nating their infoghation, but he who 
would seek them must travel to Jo- 
haunesburg, Dagget or Manse (Nevada) 
and then go in at Jeast ons hundred 
miles to the very rim of Death Va}- 
ley. In the Santa Maria Valley, away 
up in the rugged :nounhtains that sem 
im its head, are still a few of these 
genuine old big-horns, but yearly they, 
too, become less and less.

FIRST PET IS JUNK. 


FORD-COOPER MACHINE WRECK ON 
PERZ MARQUETTE DOCKS. 


After Killing Frank Day in Milwaukee 
“999” Was Shipped Back to Detroit, 
and Will Now be Broken up—Her 
Remarkable Achievenients and Her 
Possibilities. 


Shattered with two wheels’  eatly 
torn off, its radister twisted into an 
unretognigzable, tanglé of old metal, 
propped up on one of the Fere Mar- 
quette freight docks in Detroit, stands 
the remains of the most famous racing 
machine in history—the Ford-Cooper 
“999"" in which Barney Oldfield first 
sped to fame and set a new worid’s 
record so far ahead of the possibilities 
of his competitors that jit placed the 
young man in a class by himeelf. 
“Few pieces of machinery since the 
world began can te!l such a story as 
old 989." Like the famous iocomotive 
for which she was vamed,sher excuse 
for being was. her extreme speed; she 
Was never a thing of beauty. A freak 
of the freakiest type; long, low, wire- 
wheeled; carfying in front her eighty- 
horse-power engine; in the rear the 
single seat for ‘her driver, she some- 
what reminded one of a gaunt, keen 
racehorse, lithe limbed but powerful. - 
Built by Tom Cooper, the cyclist, 
ana Henry Ford, the engineer, 
first made her ‘bid for public’ favcr-a 
year ago at the Gross Pointe. track 
near Detroit. In the first heat for the 
Manufacturers’ trophy, with Winton, 
Mooers, Harkness, White and all the 
other: auto-racing stars lined up for 
the tussle, she came out with a cenase- 
less roar like a heavy bombardment in 
the distange. Crouched over the long 
tiller whi formed her steering fear, 
sat ai stockily-built, tawny-hairc4 
young man well known to the bicycte 
riders: an .whknown. hero in the au- 


after, all had. recoghized their king.

JInto the upper 
turn he tore and this time he did not 
If the track had held, 
Oldfield’s record would have .bveen 
beaten—but it did not. The wheels 
skidded coming into fhe stretch: the 
rear axle hit the outer fence, and over 
rolied the ton weight of the machine: 
then it; recovered and plunged into the 
fence squarely, both side wheels torn 
off. Dav died in twenty minutes, be- 
ine frightfully mangfed,

“999° was shipped back to Detroit by 
boat. and new she awalts the exoecn- 
tieoner of all tnftnimate machinery— 
the junk ma. Oldfield admits he 
never opened up the bie engine to the 
full, and Day never lived to tell af 
the ner he tried her speed to the at- 
most.

GAME IS NOW PLAYED TO SOME 
EXTENT IN LONDON.

It is Lawn Tennis With Tambourines 
Instead of Rackets—Net Play Impos- 
ible Except for Those With Very 
Strong Arms.

The newest outdoor game fs called. 
by the somewhat euphonious name of 
tambourello. It derives this name from 
the Instrument of play, which is noth- 
ing more or less than a tambourine. 
The game is played exactly like lawn 
tennis, the difference being that in 
place of a racket a tambourine -is. 
ured, 

But this difference is a big one, as 
anybody who has ever played lawn- 
tennis will readily understand. That 
the game has prospects of becoming: 
popular is evidenced by the fact that 


two clubs have recently made appli- « 


cation to the London Country Counctl 
for permission to play tanYbourello in 
the parks under the council's control, 
and this permission has been readily 
accorded. 

The physical exercise afforded by 
tambourello ia considerable, and to hit 
the ball with such an awkward inetru- 
ment requires a remarkably strong 
wrist. Nothing but practice can 
velop this particular type. which will 
later, doubt, be known as the tam- 
boureilo wrist. The tambourine, by the 


way, if the player so wishes, ‘can be — 


fitted with the usual bells, which will 
lend a musical accompaniment to the 
game. The sounds produced by four 
players with bell-fitted 


ror 
would certeinly.be an addition to t 


game that to the lady playér would 
probably porve particularly atractive. 
While tambourello will probably be- 
come very popular among the gentler 
sex, men will also find in the game a 
pastime at which it is: by no means 
easy to become an accomplished player. 


. Beginners find it very hard to return 


a ball over the net at all. When théy 
make their first attempts the tam- 
‘bourine lacks driving power—or ap- 
parently incks it until the secret of its 
driving capabilities has been discov- 
ered. It takes some practice to make 
the discovery, but when the -trick of 
driving the ball has been learned, im- 
mense impetus can be given it Wits 
the tambourine. 

The game in the Landon parks will, 
of course, he played on grass, but an 
asphait court offers better facilities. 
Volleying cannot le indulged In,’ and 
a slow court, as @ grass court often is, 
especially after rain, does not permit 
of a good back game. Lady players 


‘will especially appreciate the” advan- 


tages of playing from the back of the’ 
court, for it is doubtmul if, ever they 
could develop the tambourine wrist 
sufficiently to enable them to volley to

Five New Duck Clubs Being 
Now Organ zed.

Vandalism Closes Niggex Slough 
to Resident Shooters. 
N.w Grounds. 


Those of the Shooting public who 
think the gun «clubs have olroaty cor- 
railed every bit of available duck ter- 
stery within an hour's ride of 
Les Angeles will doubiless be sur- 
prised to learn that there are no jess 
than five separate associations of duck 
hunters acquiring pieces of existing or 
prospective marsh within a field of op- 
erations extending from Oxnard, in 


Ventura, to the Bolsa section in Orange 


county, and at an expense amounting 
te many thousands of dollars in 


many cases an attempt is being madé. 


to buy tbe land eutrigat. 

Owlng te the conditions of water and 
elimete in Gouthern California the day 
of epen duck shooting could never be 
a iong ene. With the phenomenal in- 
“rease in pepulation of the last ten 
years, and considering its attendant 
percentage of new sportsmen, the 
hunter who wishes to make a reapect- 
able «tring of wiidfow!] must now con- 
tent himself with joining some club or 
taking as long a trip as would be nec- 
eheary to reaca any kind of sport worth 
the candle if he lived in any eastern 
eity containing such a percentage of 
shotgun devotees as does this. The 
eredual nerrowing Gown of open shoot- 
ing. and the persistent harrowing to 
Which all birds off tae club marshes 
have been subjected in the last decade 
have made the ducks look to the cluo 
marshes as places of refuge where 
they are melested only twice a week 
and allowed to wax fat the other five 
days, so as a result the birds shun 
what littl unprotected water there is 
im the county after the first few weeks 
season. Realizing this fact. a 


terly opposed to preserving land, have 
come to regard it as the only recourse 
eof those who wish to shoot, and the 
five new clubs are_largely made up of 
such sportemen as these, though one is 
aggregation compused entirely of 
ranchers who own lands around Nigger 
Slough and have decided to preserve 
such sheoting as there is left in- that 
vicinity for their own uses. 

What promises to be one of the big- 
geet clubs in the lot unless hitches 
should prevent its acquiring its land, 
is an aggregation of Santa Monica 
sportsmen headed by A. R. Fraser and 
C. E. Gillon, waich has been trying to 
purchase a large piece of land taking 
im the tide and fresh water siough lying 
back of Point Magu. in Ventura county, 
about four miles below Oxnzrd. These 
men, in case they secure the land upon 
reasonable terms, expect to form a 
club of about twenty; dam back the 
tide and create a series of fresh water 
lakes, building a substantia! clubhouse. 
On the completion of tae big tunnel on 
the Coast line, they will have a ready 
means of communication by rail to 
Oxnard. and if the proposed electric 
railroad is ever built up the coast, ‘it 
wil] pass somewhere near their prop- 
erty. The Point Magu section has long 
been conceded to be one of the best 
duck marshes in California, an wun- 
usually high claes of birds frequenting 
it. A party of six killed 284 ducks 
there the opening day. and al! of then 
are members of the party which is fig- 
Uring on estabifehing a club there. 
The owner of the land has been dis- 
posed to hold it higher than it is worth 


to the pro d club, but hopes are 
entertained securing it eventually. 
: W. B. Cline and theeg@ or four asso- 


ciates are figuring on sub-leasing from 
one of the Ballona clubs a promising 
bit of land situated between the Re- 
creation and Alla marshes, using the 
substantial little shooting box bullt by 
Henry W. Keller on the back ground of 
the Alla as a clubhouse. This, if done, 
will give to the Ballona district one or 
two more good ponds and will probably 
have its effect in drawing to that sec- 
tion a few more birds than frequent i: 
even now. 

The Carson brothers, who own a 
large proportion of the land around 
Nigger Slough, have persuaded a num- 
ber of adjacent ranchers to join with 
them in excluding ali others from such 
duck shooting as the place yet affords, 
and each now pays a small sum into 
the secretary's hands each month to 
hire deputies to ol the extensive 
lands around the slough and its arms, 
keeping off all trespassers. Some ponds 
will be allowed to form on the waste 
lands, and the farmer club expects to 
kill quite a few birds this winter. The 
closure of Nigger Slough is largely due 
te the vandalism of some of the city 
hunters who have shot there in the 
past. Carson has had dozens of hogs, 
cantie and sheep killed by careless or 
malicious ones, and has finally deter- 
mined to put a stop to it. He has 
given ot warning .that parties who 
trespass will be seriously dealt with, 
hereafter, and it may be considered 
that Nigger Slough as open marsh is 
@ thing of the past. 

Upon the headwaters of Alamitos Bay 
@ party of jovial shooters from the 
Sheriff's office have secured a neat 500- 
acre bit of fresh water slough, includ- 
ing @ snug farm house to which they 
repair every Saturday night for an ali- 
Gay duck shoot. Eventually they ex- 
pect to expand, hire more keepers, and 
do the thing right, but at present are 
well protected by their one man, and 
remoteness from the railroad, having 
to drive over from Long Beach. Sheriff 
White, Deputies Brakesuhler and oth- 
ers to the number of fourteen in all 
are frequent visitors to the place. 

Upon a piece of land situated directly 
between the Pacific Gun Club's pre- 
serve and the big bluff near Newport, 
Dre. R. W. Whomes, Neill and Hough- 
awout have formed a club on a 160- 
aere ranch belonging to Dr. Neill, and 
though they have had fair sport, are 
not satisfied with it, but are endeavor- 
ing to buy a larger piece in the-same 
section for the purpose of forming a 
ten-Man club, a number of their 
friends being desirous of joining them. 
They expect, if fortunate enough to 
secure What they desire to build a meat 
littie house, bulld extensive ponds, hire 
# keeper, and establish as good a pre- 
serve af anybody has in that country. 

The Lomita Gun Club recently organ- 
iged by John Cline and Archie Free- 
man, has been doing a great dea! of 
work on its ponds and the members 
ezpect to get some good shooting be- 
fore the season is out. Many of them 
are also members of the Centinela, and 
have had too good shooting in that pre- 
serve to miss the other very much. 

The Newport club in the same coun- 
try, recently reorganized, has entered 
upon an extensive programme of !m- 
provements, and has already felt the 
@ffect of them in the improved class of 
birds secured in recent shoots. , 

Coming on the heels of the formation 
of these new clubs and the closure of 


Nigger Slough is the news that a num- 
ber of the big ranches in Ventura 
county comprising 15,000 acres have 


posted “No Shooting” signs, and have . 


determined to do away with the deer 
hunters. Vandalism in this case was 
the sole cause. Owners have had fine 
stock ruthlessly destroyed by some of 
these enemies of true sportsmen who 
stalk about in the garb of hunters and 
commit excuseless offenses that react

FISHING PROSPECTS. 

BEACHES WELL TRIED OUT. 

Owing to the general observance o!% 
Thanksgiving, shore anglers had an 
unusual opportunity to try the winter 
fishing at their favorite resorts during 
the week, and some respectable messes 
were reported Friday in consequence. 

A generally heavy turnout was the 
rule. The western beaches such as Del 
Rey, Redondo and Ocean Park, were 
well patronized. The principal sport of 
the day was had with big smelts, one 
man getting twenty-seven of them at 
Ocean Park, averaging better than a 
foot in length. Few were so fortunate, 
however. 

At Playa del Rey Will Stearns, Simon 
Spier and a few other “dyed in the 
wools” were busy with rod and ree} all 
day. Some surf pereh, a few big 
smelts and small fish made up tne 
catch, though the ones who put in their 
time far out had considerside fun, with 
the silversides. A few halibut and 
bass were landed from the longer 
wharf. 

Port Los Angeles yielded a goodly 
number of fair-sized bass, some big 
smelts, and a very pleasant day to its 
devotees, who were on hand in Sun- 
day force. 

Redondo fishermen mosfly went after 
the smelts, and some caught sma!) 
messes. A few halibut were biting at 
the end of the wharf, and they were 
pursued relentiessly, though a scarcity 
of dardines forced the use of smelts, 
which were in most cases running too. 
large for good bait. a 

Robert Campbell, M. Kremer and D. 
Botiller fished at Brighton Beach, and 
had a good day's sport, considering the 
season. Campbell caught a nice pair 
of bass weighing two and_one-haif 
pounds apiece; three surf and a mis- 
cellaneous assortment of perch, but- 
terfish, turbots and similar microscup- 
ical fry. The others all got about the 
same, and Kremer landed one nice surf 
fish weighing about a pou and a 
quarter. 

The bay was not tried to any great 
extent, but a few bags, sheepshead and 
whitefish came in from the breakwater 
in the late afternoon. | 


BALLBEARING REELS. 


NEW DODGE FOR FISHERMEN. 

An enterprising eastern sportsman 
has designed a novelty that is likely 
to find considerable favor in the hands 
of painstaking fishermen, having suc- 
ceeded in applying ballbearings to mul- 
tiplying reels. The large wooden wheel 
reels have been fitted with these for 
some time, but the fine work required 
to properly adjust the minute balls— 
they are about the size of a No. $% 
shot—has kept them out of the geared 
winches.

A FOOL BIRD— 
THE WIDGEON. 


Queer Tras of a Common 
November Duck. 


Pretty Fewls are Hunted to 


They Decoy Well, and eAnswer a 
Cail Readily— Sometimes. 
Show Caution. 


About the middle of November in 
every year, sometimes a Httle earlier 
isheavy rains have fallen in the, jatier 
part of October, occastonaty a week or 
#o later, comes the big widgeon flight 
into Southern California, 

From the first day of the shootin 
Season, even when that used to be Oc- 
tober 1, there are always more or les 
ducks of this variety in the thern 
country, they being for the greater 
part those stragglers whith’ ‘have re- 
mained over from the customary 
northern migration and bred. in this 
end of the State. The rich faré set out 
by the gun clubs, their fresh water 
ponds, and’ the abundance of. such sur- 
roundings as a duck loves are annually 
the means of keeping a representation 
of all kinds of fowl here all summer. 

Although the widgeon are thus well 
enough represented from the first so 
that sportsmen expect to get ‘qttite a 
humber of them in a limit string ow the 
opening day, the big bunches that 
inake such a pleasant feature ef mid- 
winter duck shooting as they_drift 
swiftly over the pdnds on stiffly set 
wings, Wheeling here and turning there 
as fancy strikes them; dodging one 
blind maybe to fly squarely over a 
shooter in another part of the grounds 
‘who like as not may be standing boit 
upright or walking around the marsh 
after cripples; the clouds of widgcon 
that fly in November are 
birds, reared perhaps in Alaska, and 
driven south by a succession of cold 
snaps, storms and similar changes. 
Local birds never herd together in the 
-immense droves that characterize the 


tourist fowl, and may sometimes be 
recoghized by that peculiarity. 
Of all the- birds that delight the 


duck hunter, widgeon are at once the 
Wisest and the most foolish. They 
will display sagacity that would do 
credit to a goose one minute, and sail 
confidingly into a trap that a spoon- 
bill or a teal would laugh at the next. 
There are days when one can stand 
bolt upright in the ponds and bewi 
them over one after another, and may- 
be the next shoot will find them up in 
the clouds, constantly circling but 
never coming down. Their ways are 
past all finding out: whether the 
weather influences their wildness as it 
is Known to do with the jacksnipe, or 


the causeless vagaries of brainless 
birds are responsible, no shooter 
knows. 


Being less particular in their per- 
sonal habits than the sprigs and some 
of the other wild fowl widgeon will not 
average as much of a delicacy for the 
table as certain of the other varieties. 
Early in the year before the rains 
have sprouted the grass and the baricy 
they are likely to be as good as any 
other bird, fat, round and well-flavored. 
Later on at the time the grain is just 
springing from the earth they attain 
their finest condition, but after that an 
amazing thing occurs. The birds be- 
come thin by the simplest mechanical 
process; gras#, as igs well known, is a 
physic, and when the barley grains be- 
come so firmly rooted that the widgeon 
cannot pull them out, they content 
themselves with eating the succulent 
green blade, which produces in them 
a sort of diarrhoea which very soon 
runs all the fat off their ribs. The 
sprigs and other grain-feeding ducks 
eat but little grass, and whenever they 
cannot pick up a crawful by prowling 
about all night, and selecting the ex- 
posed grains they adjourn to other sec- 
tions. At the present writing the wid- 
geon will average excellent. Asarule 
they are big, fat, round birds, prettily 
marked and equally attractive when 
divested of their feathery clothing. 

The habits of widgeon, and indeed of 
most ducks at the present time are 
largely nocturnal. Sleeping on the 
ocean all day when 
inake it possible, they ke a final 
drink at dusk and wing their way in- 
land to the grain flelds, occasionally 
taking by way of variety a diet of al- 
falfa, which also soon manifests itseif 
in the detrioration of their bodies for 
the table. On moonlight nights they 
are stuffing their craws -persistently, 
and just before daylight they usually 
come back to the club ponds, being 
well represented among the birds killed 
at the first fire. The sprigs as a rule 
return a little later than the widgeon. 
All take a drink when they are allowed 
to do so, and hie themselves out to sea 
to rest and sleep until a stiff wind or 
the pangs of thirst drive them inland 
to quiet fresh water once more. 

Widgeon are of the finest of all birds 
to shoot. No duck hunter could ask 
for better sport than a day with them 
when the big flight is in’ “They are 
heavy and powerful, traveling at great 
speed, and extremely -easy,.to miss 
when sailing into decoys. Winged, 
they display a variety of traits that 
yield only to the mild persuasion of a 
stiff charge of chilled -eights, semi- 
submerging themselves and paddling 
off to shore at a great rate... An inex- 
perienced shooter often knocKs dowh 
widgeon after widgeon, «and * quits, 
thinking he has several dozen: at least, 
only to find the greater part ef his bag 
has played possum on him after hitting 
the water, gaihed a moment's. respite, 
and swam off to the weeds where noth- 
ing but an excellent zewmeyer & likely 
to resurrect many ducks. Widgeon 
will take a terrific thumping when well 
feathered, and are by no means easily 
killed even when well hit. They usu- 
ally decoy splendidly, and answer their 
peculiar whistling call 
duck hunters in this part of the coun- 
try know how to call widgeon, 

Few birds maks a handsomer ap- 
pearance on a duck stran than the 
male or “bull” widgeon. His cream- 
colored cap, glossy green spectacles, 
buff and spotted throat and mauve 
waistcoat, white breeks and his gaudy 
epaulets of glossy green are well set 
off by his dainty blue bill and blue feet. 
There is not nearly*so ntuch, difference 
in the markings of the male and female 
bird, the principal variation being 
size, though the colors of the male are 


brighter, and the patches of color 
more brilliantly defined than in his 
spouse. 


Widgeon are one of the most widely 
distributed of ducks, being found in 
nearly all parts of the world. By or- 
nithologists the American widgeon is 
generally classed as a sub-variety of 
the European bird, but like the Amer- 
ican and English teal, whose sole dif- 
ference is the white crescent in front 
of the wing of the American male bird, 
the differences are too minute to be de- 
tected by any but a sctentist,

It is 
foolish to suppose that there is no wa- 
ter on the sandy plains—there is 
oy of it, if one knows where to 


ook. 

Among the ducks that go into these 
ponds are to be found a few geese, 
while a pair of swan wings nailed on 
the door of a halfbreed’s shack testi- 
fles to Occasional presence of one of 
these kingly wanderers. For the most 
part, however, teal and widgeon (bald 
pates) make up the vast body of this 
quacking army. More mallards are 
to be seen at these desert ponds than 
at any of the gun club preserves near 
Los Angeles, while canvasbacks are 
not at all rare. Pin-tails do not often 
come in, but when they do, they seem 
very careless about blinds or even 
the hunter standing amid the tules. 
The ducks are better after a few days 
stay at these ponds, as they get filled 
up on the seeds of various water 
weeds, losing much of the thinness 
shown upon arrival.

OW TO TAKE CARE 
OF A GOOD SHOTGUN. 


USES AND ABUSES OF FOWLING 
PIECES, AND REMEDY. 


Comparatively Little Effort Needed to 
Keep Arms in Good Repair and Work- 
ing Order and the Time is Well Spent. 
Much in Their Cleaning. 


The way some men care for their 
tine shotguns is a shame and a dis- 


grace 

Just because a man has enough coin 
to buy another fowling piece if he lets 
one rust out is no excuse for the failure 
to look after guns that characterizes 
80. many sportsmen, though a number 
seem to think & is. A good shotgun is 
a work of the highest art, made by the 
most skilled artianns in the world, of 
the best material in the world: it is 
a thing of beauty and should be a joy 
forever. 

It may be safely set down as the 
correct proportion that 20 guns wear out 
or rust out for every ene that shoots 
out. In these days one hears much of 
the destructive effect of nitro pow- 
der and chilled shot on barrel steel, 
but this is greatly exaggerated. Trap 
shots have shot 100,000 rounds of am- 
munition out of a single , often 
nearly as much out of a single barrel, 
and reported arm as effective af- 
ter us before. In olden days, when 
gun metal was not Rh is now, 
muzzle loaders were often shot to the 
thickness of a piece of paper, 
even then always shot harder for it. 

Sportsmen, take care of your guns. 
If you are clubmen, don’t leave it to 
keepers, but do it yourself. Your shot- 
gun is your own, and you do, or 
should, take more interest in it than 
anyone elge. It ought to be a labor of 
love for any sportsman to clean his 
own na und keep it in the best of 
working order at all times. 

The process is so simple. “A Nittle 
heavy grease on the lugs and roller 
pin, a little clock ofl on the locks 
twice a year; a few drops Of oil put on 
every part that rubs against another 
part everv time the gun is taken 
afield, will add years to its life: en- 
hance the pleasure and morals of its 
owner, and make the arm a fitting 
tribute to the worth of the man who 
owns it. There is something radically 
wrong with the fellow wholets a gvood 
gun go to ryin through neglect: a 
“serew loose somewhere.” Nothing 
provokes more profanity than a gun 
which has worn itself out through 
lack of oil, and rattles like a broken 
buggy, when used. 

The care of barrels is so simple 
that everyone ought to understand it, 
but many do not. After shooting bar- 
rele should be brushed as bright as 
possible wtih an ordinary bristle 
brush such as gunstores sell for—10 or 
15 cents. This done, a swab full of 
oil should be run through the barre] 
until a good coating has been applied. 
Three in One, Marlin’'s Rust Repeller, 
Winchester, Stevens, or any other good 
gun grease will keep barrels bright 
if they be clean when it is applied. 
Common vaseline is a good substitute. 
Periodically the lead should be filed 
out of the barrels with a brass wire 
cleaner. Steel wire will scratch fine 
Damascus barrels. Tools work better 
in an oiled, than in a dry barrel, so a 
little oil should be applied before us- 
ing. Lead settles mostly just in front 
of the shell chamber, and just k 
of*the choke, so particular 
should be paid to these parts of the 
barrel. 

The locks of a gun should not be 
olled too much. Twi 


t wear. Likewise the 
hinge-pin, or roil. The inside surface 
of the fore-end iron where it tm- 
pinges on the frame should also be 
liberally greased with vaseline to pre- 
vent wear. 

One of the long primary feathers of 
a duck’s wing makes a Hand~ tool to 
convey oil to the parts of a gun from 
a bottle. Most oilers give either too 
much or too little at a discharge. 

The wood about a gun should be fre- 
quently be rubbed up with oil. Good 
lubricating and rust-repelling oils are 
varnish savers; brighten up a stock, 
ang give a finish of their own that 
looks very well in a sportsman’'s: cab- 
inet or club gun rack. They help to 
prevent, or remedy slight dents. 

It is a good idea to clean the check- 
ering of a gun stock occasionally with 
a stiff hairbrush or toothbrush. Dirt 
and grease get in it otherwise. ¢ 
Not only the inside but also the out- 
side of a gun should have a good coat- 
ing of oil when not in use. Oil never 
hurt any part of a “un except the 
locks, With high-priced guns it is best 
to let a gunemith do the lock oiling. 
as he is not so likely to mar, or brea 
screws in doing it, as an amateur, 
though many sportsmen are capable 
gunsmiths from choice; sometimes 
from necessity. Every man should be 
sufficiently familair with his plece to 
remedy any minor defects that from 
time to time may appear.

NWOFZIGER ON WARPATH IN THE 
NINTH WARD. 


Practically Charges That Water Com- 
missioner Elliott Has Used His Offi- 
cial Position to Benefit the Evergreen 
Cemetery Association. 


An agitation that may seal the doom 
Of the ganja system has been started in 
the Ninth Ward. Farmers living south 
of the Evergreen Cemetery complain 
that their water supply has been cut 


@ff and that they have been discrimi-. 


mated aguinst by the Water Commis- 
Sion. Councilman Nofziger has taken 
bi the gage of battle, and some sur- 
sing developments may come from 
the political etrife now being waged 
im that portion of the Ninth Ward. 
Superintendent Mulholland of the 
Water department favors the abandon- 
ment of the zarija system altogether, 
@nd members of the Water Commis- 
gion are said to believe that the super- 
intendent is right. Nofziger declares 
that the water must be properly dis- 
tributed, or not at all, and if the farm- 


. @rs of the Ninth press their point they 


may pull down about their heads the 
entire fabric of the old zanja system. 
Some feeling exisis betwen some 
members of the Council and Water 
Commissioner Elliott, and the rela- 
tions now existing bid fair to be fur- 
ther strained in the pending contro- 
versy. 
ccording to Nofziger the water de- 
partment has furnished the Evergreen 
Cemetery Association with water trom 
the ganja right aiong, but has made no 
effort to Keep the ditch open for the 
benefit of the farmers south 
cemetery.

OTEWORTHY VISITOR | 
FROM PHILIPPINES. 
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INTERESTING POINTS. 
Connected With the Health Depart- 
ment of the Islands—Manila is Not 


Exactly a Paradise—One of Rochel’s 
Brave Exploits Recalled. 


Gustave P. Roche! of the Philippine 
Heaith Department is spending a few 
days in Los Angeles, visiting friends | 
whom he knew before the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American Wer, to enter 


half years ago. Yesterday he gave to 
The Times a very interesting account 
of the conditions that prevail in the 
Philippine archipelago. His duties as 
health inspector required him to tra- 
weil about the islands and brought him 
in close contact with the daily life of 
the natives. Consequently, he is well 
fitted to speak of the things that con- 


But not even the vigor and youth of 
Mr. HRochel could withstand the try- 
ine climate of the Philippines. The 
heat and dampness, the poor food and 
the bad sanitation of insular citics 
proved too much for his robust vconsti- 
tution, and he was compelled to ask 
for a three months’ leave of absence 
to recruit his health. 

As a private in Battery L, Third 
United States Artillery, which made 
part of the famous First Brigade of 
the Second Division, Eighth Army 
Corps, Rochel went to the Philippines 
early in the war. His ability as an in- 
terpreter was quickly recognized and 
he was detailed for that service by 
Gen. H. G. Otis, commanding the First 
Brigade. He served with the brigade 
during a great part of the campaign, 
acting also as interpreter for Generals 


Wheaton, Funston and Wheeler. He 
bears testimonials from his former 
commanding officers, including aj. 


Kobdbe, (now Brig.-Gen. Kobbe) show- 


ceptiona! excellence, gallantry and 
faithfulhess. At the end of the war 
he was appointed by Provost-Marshal 
Gen. Williston as chief inspector of 
the markets of Manila. In 1901 he was 
promoted by the civil authorities\to the 
Board of Health, to serve under the 
Philippine. Commissioner of Public 
Health. His position is known as that 
of Sanitary Inspector for Manila, ihe. 
Board of Health being composed of a 
médical and sanitary inspector for 
Manila and for each of the provincial 
districts of the archipelago. ; 

Of his rsona! experiences during 
the war r. Rochel modestly has lit- 
tle to say; but published accounts of 
the insular campaigns give him credit 
for discharging very dangerous and 
dificult missions with great credit. 
Before the outbreak he was once sent 
from Manila to Malolos by Gen. Otis 
to Inspect the Insurgent fortifications 
and obtain correct information regard- 
the strength of the FiYipino forces. 
In the guise of a civiliah he started 
an this dangerous mission, and. after 


veral very exciting adventures 
landed in fail at Malolos. There he 
@aw Gen. Antonio Lunas, Gen. Panta- 


Garcia and other Filipino mogu's. 
‘To his ability to speak French flu- 
entiy he attributes his final escape 
from death. After a time he obtained 
an audience with a cousinsof Aguin- 
aldo, who was then “Secretary of 
War,” and, representing to him that 
he wes a Frenchman bent on trade 
with the natives, he secured relea<e 
from jal!. But the wily Filipino secre- 
tary apparently mistrusted him, for, 
instead of permitting him to travel 
fnto the interior. he sent him back to 
Manila under guard. 

For a native Texan Mr. Rocheil cer- 
tainly passed himself off for the de- 
honair Frenchman most successfully. 

Since beginning work im the health 
department Mr. Rochel has had to 
deai with epidemics of bubonic plague | 
end cholera. - The bubonic plague 
Started in 1991 and many hundreds of 
matives died. The Board of Health in 
Manila offered a bounty of 1 cent a 
head on rats, and of the scores of ro- 
dents brought to the office 16 per cent. 
showed the bubonic germs when 
-tested tn the laboratory. 

When the plague stopped the cholera 
started, and from March 20, 1902, the 
natives died by the hundreds while 
the epidemic raged. During 1902, 112.-

He also has the habit, so common to water bugs or cock- 
roaches, of hiding behind a chair-leg or_other object when any- 
one is about. The cockroach is considered by naturalists as the 
very cleverest of insects just because of this peculi rity, as no 
other beetle has sense enough to hide in that mauncr, but sim- 
ply runs away or gets under a stone and hides, while the wise 
and smart roach slips behind something and waits until you 
have departed. One may see the tips of their feelerc or antennae 
eticking out and wiggling up and down as if Mr. Buy was nerv- 
busly wondering when on earth you are going. Then, as soon as 
your back is turned, out he pops and gets to work again. 

The natural color of the Telltale Bug is a deep golden yel- 
tow, with crimson spots, nine in number, on his back.

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EVOTED HIS LIFE TO 
GUARDING MONARCHS. 


FAMOUS SCOTLAND YARD INSPEC- 
TOR SOON TO RETIRE. 


Knows More About Anarchists and 
Has Defeated More of Their Plots than 
Perhaps Anyone in the World—Trust- 
ed Companion of Kings. 


(STAFF CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Nov. 11.—Probably it wi.. 
be many a day before King Edward's 
councilors find another defender tor 
him in whose charge His Majesty will 
feel as secure as hé always has when 
under the protection of Inspector Wil- 
‘liam Melville of Scotland Yard, who 
retires at the end of this month. And 
probably it will be as long a time voe- 
fore the anarchists of both this coun- 
try and Europe find themselves under 
as strict and untiring a surveillance 
as that to which they have been sub- 
jected for the last few years by this 
|amagingly vigilant waichdog of the 

police. 

Unfortunately, Melville isn’t the sort 
of man that writes a book—even after 
being out of office for some years—or it 
might be possible to look forward to a 
work that really would be “as exciting 
as a novel” and that, too, would give 
gspuch an idea as perhaps no one has 
outside police circles of the dangers 
that threaten a ruler of today and the 
endiess precautions that have to be 
taken against them. 

Luckily, however, enough can be told 


in neglecting one of them. To illus- about the achievements of Inspector 


Melville since the safety of England's 
sovereign, as well as that of visiting 
monarchs and men of distinction, wa 
virtually placed in his hands to sho 
what an extraordinary sort of man he 
is and what an extraordinary lot of 
“games he has been up against since 
he rose from an ordinary policeman to 
be the special guardian of royaity— 
with decorations for faithful service 
from half the crowned heads of Europe. 
His royal charge's principal uanger 
being from anarchists, Melville nat- 
urally has made a study of tne latter 
and he is supposed to know more about 
them and their haunts than any man in 
the world. He has his agents in every 
great city in this country and Burope, 
and it is said that he would know wnaere 
to lay his hand on any prominent 
“red” at any time. Perhaps his sum- 
mary method of dealing with such en- 
emies to society could be lliustrated in 
no more telling way than by this 
story, which is one of the best of the 
many told of the inspector. 
In making his arrangements for 
arding the safety of a royal visitor 
London severa! years ago, Melville 
had been able to corra] every danger- 
ous anarchist In London with the ex- 
ception of one who recently had come 
to the metropolis. Really th.s man was 
only a “suspect,” for which reason a 
warrant could not .be issked against 
him, but Melville was determined to 
have the fellow safe. He knew that 
his quarry was employed as a cellar 
man to a wine merchant, 80 on the 
morning of the day upon which the 
royal visitor was due, the inspector, in 
disguise, went to the merchant's shop 
and asked for a rare brand of cham- 
pagne. The shopkeeper called his cei- 
lar man, and, at Melville’s request, ai- 
lowed the detective to go down to the 
vaults with the employé. The cellar 


man went first, with a light; and at

“What wine is that over yonde. 
asked the sleuthhound, with unsus- 
pected purpose. The man made three 
steps In the direction indicated, ana 
that was enough for the detective. 
With his hand on the cellar door, Mel- 
ville drew it shut with a bang, turned 
the key In the lock and took himselt 
off a few moments after, reasonably 
sure that the distinguished’ visitor 
might drive through London In secur- 
ity as far as that particuiar anarchist 
was concerned. 

Melville, who is an Irishman and 
comes from county Kerry, has his ex- 
traordinary aptitude for dealing with 
anarchists to thank for his remarkaDile 
rise from the ranks. It was just 
thirty-one years ago that he joined tne 
London police ferce as an ordinary 
“constable,” and it was an astonishing 
short time after his employme.t that 
he brought information that led to the 
arrest of two quite prominent an- 
archists. But it was the Fenian 
troubles that gave Melville his chance 
of a real step up the ladder, and he 
took prompt advantage of it by cap- 
turing the men who were suppogediy 
responsible for the plot to blow up the 
‘houses of Parliament and  Lordon 
Bridge and for the dynamite explosions 
at Scotland Yard... After that h> turned 
his attentfon to anarchists again, ana 
soon won praise by bringing to light a 
nest of Russian Nihilists in Walsall, 
who were making bombs to be sent to 
the Czar’s country. Melville scorea 
again by frustrating the famous pilot 
of the anarchists, Polti and Farnara, 
to hurl a bomb into the London Siockw 
Exchange during. its most crowded 
time, and became still more famous by 
arresting Ravachol, who threw the 
bomb into the French Chamber ort 
Deputies, as the notorious anarchist 
was leaving a train at Victoria Sta- 
tion, London. 

So it was quite evident that this 
Irishman who was go 
handy at beating the “reds” at their 
own game w the man to have charge 
of the s&fety ‘of the sovereign and the 
other members of the royal family. 
-Forthwith a new department was cre- 
ated for Melviie, called “the spectai 


investigation department at Scotlana 
Yard,” and over this the inspector has 
preaided since 1890. 


Meiville accompanied Queen Victoria | 


on nearly all her journeys, and he in- 
variably goes with the King w..en ae 
travels, generaliy in the same com- 
partment with His Majesty, who has 
been known more than once to enliven 
the tedium of such a trip by playing a 
game of cards with his guardian. For 
Melville, though he really has Iittie 
book learning, is a geniai sort, dresses 
well and talks interestingly—stiiu witn 
just a trace of the brogue. 

It must be a long time, however, 
since the mere fact of being in contact 
with a royal personage, however im- 
portant, made any special impression 
on Melville. At the royal family gath- 
ering at King Christian’s palace some. 
time ago, the Inspector had under his 
charge, besides the King and Queen of 
Engiand, the Czar and Czarina, the 
King and Queen of Greece, the King 
of Sweden, three crown princes, and 
about twenty other royal highnesses of 
varying Importance. And as this gath- 
ering was held not long after the as- 
sassination of President McKinley, the 
various exalted folk present were 
mightily glad to have King Edward's 
Irish protector near at hand. : 

Melville is not in constant attend- 
ance upon the King when the seventh 
Edward is in London, but there are 
few occasions when trusted emissaries 
of the Inspector are not watching over 
His Majesty. He cannot even go 
across from Buckingham Palace to his 
club, the Marlborough, in Pall Mall, 
without a detective on his heels, and 
when he rides out to take dinner at a 
private house, a “plain-clothes man”
